THE NEW YEAR. 


For the fourth time in succession the New Year approaches on the wings 
of the storm. Traditionally, tbis is the birthday of the world 02 Mn arn 
—the new world, as we fondly hope, in which justice is to replace 
- ¢hicanery ; liberty, oppression, and fair dealing between peoples, the secret 
and cynical hucksterings of autocrats. But the hew world is seeing the 
light amid such pangs as have rarely visited mother earth, and well may 
the devout worshipper, turning to the common Father, continue the prayer 
that follows the Shofar call: 95°33 OFM ON. For the 
year that has gone has been a trying one, and the end of the trials is 
not yet. Only a nation sustained by a great principle and nerved bya 
great purpose could persevere through such experiences as bave fallen 
to the lot of this country. But just as the Divine Ruler is acclaimed in 
the Rosh Hashana prayers as not only a “ King delighting in life” but 
also a “ King of Judgment,” so we, aghast though we be at the unceasing 
bloodshed, have set before us the great over-mastering goal of ' judgment ”’ 
—honour, upright dealing, and freedom. This Community of ours, like the 
rest of the country, bas been tested in the furnace as never was it tested 
before. But it is assured in its heart that the cause for which itis 
suffering is a cause for which Judaism may well strive—nay, is the 
cause of Judaism itself. The whole of the principles of the Allies are 
enshrined in holy writ, and, if they should fail, Jewish doctrine itself 
would be subject to a grievous set back and undergo momentary eclipse. 
It is with that knowledge that we greet another New Year to be born in 
struggle and anguish, confident that the Right will, under God, in the end 
prevail.— 


Retrieving History ? 


THe war, by bringing many hundreds of thousands of Jews into the 
Armies, and transforming our people like many others—into what 
they have never been before—a fighting race, will leave an indelible 
impress upon Jewish babits and perhaps. upon Jewish character. 
Bot it may also be that it will re-direct afresh the whole stream 
of Jewish destiny. The entry of Turkey into the campaign immediately 
re-opened the question of Palestine. Mr, ASQuirn’s threat of the 
disruption of the Ottoman Empire gave sharp outline to this new 
orientation of world politics. And since then the whole Palestinian 
question has been laid fairly and squarely on the table, so to speak, by 
the British invasion of the Holy Land. Small wonder, then, that those 
Jews who have toiled for years for the revival of Jewish Nationality have 
seen in the progress of events the possible retrieving of history and the 
drawing nigh of the realisation of their great‘ideal. During the year 
their aspirations have found cordial recognition, in one form or another, 
in the highest Government circles in more than one country, and it hag 
been patent that they have made material headway among the Jewish 
people themselves. Not the least striking manifestation of progress, in 
fact, was the wonderful gathering recently beld in the Dominion of 
Canada. No official declaration, however, as to Government intentions 
bas yet been made. The year ends with apparent military deadlock in 
that land, but it already wears au added glamour as the year in which 
the Jewish hope of centuries entered, if only tentatively and with timid 
feet, into the region of practical politics. 


Annus Mirabilis. 


THE war has necessarily coloured and dominated everything in the year 
now. closing. Apart from it there bas been little that is new in Jewish 
affairs,-and where change has come it has found its source mainly, if not 
entirely, in War influences, The greatest change of all was, of 
course, the miracle in Russia, The year 5677 will go down to posterity 
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abroad in the land. 
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as an “ annus mirabilis’ in Jewish history. In almost the twinkling of 
an eye half the Jewish race, who still languished in slavery, were 
set free. The grand deliverance for which all of us prayed, and which 
few had dared to hope for in their time, came suddenly into being. “ By 
how much,” it was said of the French Revolution. “is this the greatest 
event in buman history!" By how much, may it be said with equal 
truth, is the Russian liberation the greatest event in modern Jewish history ! 
Who, indeed, can set limits to its influence? Who can tell what this 
break-up of the great Jewish settlements, crusted over with tradition, will 
mean, not only for Russian Jewry itself, but for Jews the world over, and 
their ancient creed? Truly may it be said that 5677 marks the 
beginning of a new epoch in the history of the Jewish race, and the year 
just passed will thus remain a memorable one in onr annals. As we write 
the internal confusion and distraction in Russia deepen hour by hour, 
and reaction—tempered by civil war—seems as though it would raise its 
bead once more, Experience has shown, alas, that in these troubled 
conditions the Jew suffers first and worst. The Pogromist is already 
But we have faith that what bas once begun cannot 
be undone. The cause of human progress and democratic liberty is at 
stake in Russia, and the world can never submit to its permanent over- 
throw there. Temporary defeat there may be, but out of the chaos there 
must come, if even at the long last, a stable form of free institutions. In 
that certainty lies the Jewish hope in Russia, and though Rumania may 
still be at the familiar stage of mere promises the redemption of Rumanian 
Jewry must come as part of the inevitable new era, 


At Home. 


IN Jewish domestic, as in other, affairs, the effects of the war have made 
themselves felt. The impatience with the Conjoint Committee, which 
had continued so long, at last came to a head. The general revolt 
against anachropisms of all sorts, and against the conduct of public affairs 
by secret and irresponsible oligarchies, may have had something to do 
withit. But it was the ineptitude of the Conjoint Committee itself which 
gave the revolt its opportunity. Alarmed by the growing strength of 
Zionism, the Committee, after some of its leading members gave assurances 
in public that no such action was intended, launched in the general Press an 
attack on the movement. The result will be fresh in the public recollec- 
tion. The Anglo-Jewish Association—which sent bhaif the membersbip 
of the Committee—endorsed the action that had been taken. Its more 
democratic partser, the Board of Deputies, on the other hand, repudiated 
it, with the consequence that the Executive officers—Mr. D. L. 
ALEXANDER, K.C., Mr. H. S. Q, HENRIQUES, and Mr. JosHUA M. 
Levy—resigned and were replaced by Sir STUART SAMUEL, Bart., 
SiR PuHitiep MAGNus, Bart., M.P., and Mr. N. Lask1, J.P., (at the 
same time the office of a Vice-President rendered vacant by the 
death of Mr. Lrororp bE ROTHSCHILD was filled by the 
election of bis nephew, LorD ROTHSCHILD, to succeed him). The 
Board went a step further and carried a resolution for the abroga- 
tion of the agreement with the Anglo-Jewish Association. But the 
position is at the moment obscure, for the Board has also intimated its 
desire of endeavouring to ascertain whether a fresh agreement can | 
be arrived at with the Association, and there are apparent tendencies on 
the part of the Association to pursue its own course in the matter of 
“Foreign” affairs. Oae thing, however, can be said with certainty. 
There can be no going back upon the work of the past year. The over- 
throw of the old system responded to a well-defined feeling among the 
Jewish masses. It was in harmony with the clear'y-marked tendencies 
of the day. Ata time when Almostevery hour shows the mischief and 
futility of entrusting the affairs of whole peoples to a few independent 
autocrats, there can be no revival of these discredited methods in English 
Jewry. The liberating influences which have melted so many fetters 
can and must bave their way in our own Community. English Jewry 
has been launched on the democratic flood. It has taken its de.tinies 
into its own hands, In that act of self-assertion lies the best hope forthe 
Community, and those who may base upon the inheritance of worn-out 
privileges a claim to interfere with its development enter upon a course 
which may for a time do hurt to Anglo-Jewry but must in the end prove 
vain and unavailing. : 


The Russian Recruits, 
IN another direction the war has had a serious repercussion—we refer 
to the question of the enlistment of Russian Jews. In the old, happy 
days, though the Legislature may have passed Aliens Acts, it left to their 
own devices those who succeeded in landing upon these shores. Even 
the fiercest advocates of the Restriction Law would not have dreamt of 
suggesting that foreigners resident in this country should be drafted by 
force into the British Army cr be taken-from this country for service in 
their own. But war, which has laid violent hands on many an old belief 
and ideal, bas revolutionised the circumstances of the stranger within 
our gates. Nor cam it be said that this innovation which this 
memorable year bas brought is unfair or unreasonable. It cannot be 
maintained, for example, that while one person born in England of 
Russian parents should be compelled to bear arms, his brother born in 
Russia brought to this country as an infant, reared and educated here, 
should escape the obligation. It was in fact seen to be an impossible 
@hing that whereas Jews in Russia were in uniform by the hundred 
thousand, and almost all the Anglo-Jewish manhood were similarly 
placed, a minority of Russian Jews who happened to be here, 
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should be free of all responsibility as citizens of. either one 
country or the other. Moreover the presence of these men 
in the midst of crowded industrial populations which had sent their 
nearest and dearest to the trenches, was a potent source of disturbance, 
aggravated by the feeling that the Russian resident was lying in wait for 
the business opportunities of those who had gone to do their duty. [t 
was inevitable, therefore, that steps should be taken to bring the Russians 
here into line with other citizens of the alliedsfnations. Unhappily 
the matter—an admittedly difficult one—was played with and bungled, by 
the Government, and this gave an opportunity to the Russians concerned 
andtheir sympathisers to agitate against military compulsion. More recently 
however, a convention was arranged between the British and Russian 
Governments, providing for the mutual conscription of their respective 
nationals, but enabling those who desired to return to their own country 
for service to do so. A period for voluntary enlistment bas been set 
aside here which ends next Friday. After that, all those who have not 
chosen to join the Russian Army will become automatically conscripted 
in the British Army, but will enjoy the right of appeal to special 
tribunals, upon the grounds acceptedin the case of the general population. 


A Special Regiment. 


Tue spirit of innovation, however, which has wrought such havoc during 
the year among established conventions, has been at work ia yet another 
direction. When the war broke out and voluntary enlistment was still 
the rule a proposal was launched for the creation of a specifically Jewish 
unit. There were many cogent reasons in its favour, and as concrete 
evidence of Jewish zeal for the allied cause the idea wore an attractive 
appearance. Thanks to opposition in official Jewish quarters nothing 
came of the suggestion, and it drifted out of memory. Then came the 
arrangement for the conscription of friendly aliens. It occurred to some 
people that this presented an oppartunity for again proposing the forma 
tion of a Jewish Regiment, while to others, who looked with anxiety upon 
the prospect of importing foreign-born Jews into the British ranks, the 
suggestion also had its attractions. Discussion on the question pro- 
ceeded with more or less animation, uatil the Community awoke one 
day to discover that the proposal was an actual fact. A ~ Jewish” 
Regiment, at least so-called, was really to be formed, and it was to be 
distinguished by the well-known Jewish symbol of the Magen 
David. The controversy that supervened is well within the public mind, 
for it is but a few days old, while its latest developments are referred to 
in detail below. 


Death and Honour. 


MEANWHILE the war goes forward without respite The Jewish Com 
munity of this country, which has stood to suffer grievously from the 
unfortunate attitude of a comparative handful of foreign-born coreligionists, 
has yet a splendid military record to its credit 
come from the Colonies, there must be something like forty thousand 
Jews inthe British Army. These men—strangers tothe military tradition 
though they be—have fought with a courage and a selflessness that have 
kindled the enthusiasm of all who have seen them, and have won them 
many decorations. including four V.C.’s. But their contribution to the 
great cause has cost our Community many of the noblest of its young 
lives. Where so muclt that is grand and sublime has bowed to the 
supreme sacrifice, it is impossible to mention individuals. But we may truly 
say that the communal life has been robbed of some of its most precious 
elements. Many young men who had already entered with enthusiasm 
into their burden of responsibility as Jews, and who felt the call to agreat 
mission—men who had made their mark, and upon whose pure-minded 
labours we looked to build a new Jewry—have gone from among us, leaving 
behind a baiiled hope, though a lofty inspiration. The memory of 
these brave sou!s will be kept alive for many generations that will 
recollect their great sacrifice. Those who come after will understand all 
it means to be a citizen with British patriotism and Jewish ideals. But 
it is not only in War alone that Jewry has suffered loss, for the Com- 
munity bas bad, during the year just ending, to mourn the loss of its great- 
hearted lay-leader, Mr. LEoroLb DE ROTHSCHILD. It is impossible to 
close this brief review without a word of loving tribute to a man whose 
whole life was a protracted service to his fellow-men, his whole charatter 
a sweet and fragrant influence in our midst.

The Changing Times. 


Tue year 5677 has thus been, in its essence, a year of change. In only 
one direction, indeed, can it be said that no progress has been registered— 
in the religious sphere all has been stagnant, almost inanimate. But even 
here we know that the great law of change must come into its own. 
English Jewry has been stirred to its deepest depths. Old conventions 
have lost their appeal. Accepted ideas are freely questioned. Fresh 
spirit, new outlook, undreamt-of forces, all must combine to render 
the old groove of inaction and indifierence uninhabitable. In a world 
where all is change our religious organisation—so vital, so precious— 
cannot expect to remain unaltered. It will have to adapt itself to the 
new conditions, or rather to rise to the height of its new opportunities. 
The existing unrest may prove our destruction, or it may become a 
healthy stimulus creating hereafter a nobler Jewry. The universal yearifing 
to-day is that this Rosh Hashana shal! be the last to be celebrated aiid 
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the terrors of war. Let us hope that the next New Year will dawn in , 
world made better for its limitless sacrifices, and amid a Jewry re-conse. 
crated to its great God-given mission. 


Lord Derby’s Latest Decision, 

We are delighted to know that the deputation which waited upon Lo: 
Deroy on Wednesday week obtained from his Lordship a promise tha’ 
the special battalions that are being formed for enlistiug or conscripting 
Russian Jews shall, during their period ef training, be provided wit} 
kosher food—" where possible " his Lordship was careful to stipulate— 
and also that their rest day shall be the Sabbath instead of Sunday. Th: 
concession to religious scruples, albeit limited by proviso, ts consistent wit! 
the very best traditions of the English Government. Our gratification a’ 
Lorp Deray's latest détision is, however, tinged with regret at the 
thought that the earnest gentlemen who formed the deputation—com. 
mendably zealous for the minutie of our faith—had not previously 
busied themselves on these matters in relation to Jews and military 
service. The thousands of Jewish soldiers—British subjects—who 
voluntarily entered the Army, or have been conscripted during the 


last three years, have been, and are, without these coveted 
privileges. Soon after the outbreak of the war, Lorp KITCHENER, 
who was then Secretary of State, said that if a number 
of Jews were bunched together in any Regiment, kosher food 


could be provided, but we cannot call to mind any efiort having been 
made, since the abortive one to which we refer below, for thus obtaining 
for these thousands the facilities that are to be aftorded our Russo. 
Jewish brethren. On the other hand, it has been generally 
understood that the Cuter Rass: and the other Ecclesiastical 
Authorities long ago decided that there was no point to justify conscien- 
tious objection to service in the Army, in the fact of there being no 
provision for kosher food or ‘which occurs to us as more important) there 
being no facilities for the observance of Sabbaths and other holy days 
when leave is not granted. We suppose this Rabbinical © dispensation.’ 
applies to Russian as to all other jews who may be called upon to serve 
theic couutry. 


A Miserable Compromise. 


As the Government appears unwilling or unable to give any definite 
undertaking that these battalions will be sent for service 
in Palestine and still less any intimation that military operations 
by Jews there would be in Jewish interests, we are not surprised that 
the War Secretary refused to vary his previous decision not to 
denominate the battalions, when formed, a “ Jewish"’ Regiment, Our 
surprise remains, however, at the inept way in which the question of 
these special battalions has been dealt with. Had the Government 
announced that a Jewish Regiment would be formed for. military opera- 
tions, the success of which would guarantee, at least so far as the Allies 
were concerned, the practical concessionof Jewish National strivings, what- 
ever objections thereto may have been raised in the Community, they would 
bave been swept away in the torrent of enthusiasm which the declaration 
would have called forth. What, however, the authorities appear alone to 
have been concerned about was how to assimilate some thousands of 
Russian Jews, regarding whom they entertained the most extravagantappre: 
hensions, into the British Army, while those who were urging the Govern- 
ment to create a Jewish Regiment were impelled by high aspirations of 
a great Jewish purpose. The result has been a miserable compromise 
of the sham instead of the real, the make-believe, in place of the truth. 
The proposition which seems to have been made at the deputation that 
the regiment of Russian Jews should be called the “ Maccabees” strikes 
us as even more ridiculous in the circumstances than its being called 
“ Jewish" was inept. The battalions, seeing that they are not to be 
distinct in purpose from that of the rest of the British Army, will 
have as much title to be. called “Maccabees” as to 
be called “Crusaders” or “Ironsides.” What made the glory, 
from the Jewish point of view, of the men whom Mattatbias 
mustered and Judas the Hammerer led, was not the fact that 
they were Jews, nor even their martial valour. It was that they fought 
an intrepid fight for the greatest of all Jewish principles, the salvation of 
Judaism. A body of warriors with any less essentially Jewish object 
can have no right to such a name, and the Government has assigned 
no specifically Jewish object or even destination for these special 
battalions. 


The Community’s Part. 


No Minister ever uttered wiser words than those which fell 
from Lorp Dersy when in the course of his response to the depu- 
tation he said that these battalions would have to earn their name by 
their gervice. That is equally true ‘of every other Unit, but it has not 
been deemed a reason for leaving them anonymous and badgeless. [0 
most cases it has been found that troops do well who are enthused by a 
great purpose, and that the name and distinctive mark under which they 
fight have proved additional incentives of no mean value. For our 
part, we believe that, whatever the exact denomination by which they 
may be known, these coreligionists of ours in ‘these special Battalions 
will earn a glorious» name for themselves which will shed 
lustre and honour upon the name cf Jew. ‘We base ourselves 
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in that hope upon the loyalty and the devotion which our 
people have shown in all belligerent armies, and not least on that 
which other Jews, fighting in the British Army, bave manifested. And 
this thought renders our regret the deeper, that all this fine service on 
the part of Jews serving in the Army of this country has been 
scattered over various branches, and that an opportunity was 
not given when the war began for its concentration 
ip one unit. Unhappily, the proposal for the establish- 
ment of such a unit, which we cordially supported at the time, 
did not meet with general approval, either in the community 
or on the part of the authorities. We have no desire to hark back upon 
what is now ancient history ; except to say that it was a totally different 
proposition from merely calling the special battalions that are being formed 
for the purpose of enlisting or recruiting Russian Jews, a “’ Jewish’’ Reg- 
ment, and placing upon them a badge of the Shield of David, as the War 
Ofthce originally decided todo. With Lorp last Wednes- 
day week's deputation we may consider the controversy as closed. What 
remains for the community now to do is tosee to itthat these battalions of 
our coreligionists are provided with all possible means in the way of 
comforts and other aids such as will add to their efficiency and bappiness 
whilst in training or when fighting the battles of the country. lor we 
need be under no delusion. The Regiment that is to be formed of these 
battalions may possibly come to be known as a “ Jewish’ Regiment if it 
does well. It assuredly will be, if by any evil chance it should fail in 
bravery or devotion to duty. Given a fair chance we arg convinced it 
will not fail, and itis the Community's business to see tbat that fair 
chance is secured to it. 


The Board’s Proposals. 


lt is, perhaps, inevitable that in the condition in which the matter was. 
leit by the Board of Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association should 
resolve to continue looking after “ foreign afiairs."’ The Board expressed 
a desire to terminate the arrangement with the Association, under which 
the Conjoint Committee was constituted, and the Association agreed to 
its request. But the Board did not set up any substitute body to handle 
the questions with which the Committee dealt, and it is at least under- 
standable, therefore, that the Association should take means to continue 
its own foreign work pending the arrangement of some new agreement 
which the Board desires to negotiate. But when all this bas been admitted 
it should be said clearly that the Anglo-Jewish Association has no sort 
of right to represent the Community as a whole, and moreover that no 
duality of power such as that upon which the now defunct Copjoint 
Committee was based can be considered as a permaneht system. 
The right to speak the mind of English Jewry, as a whole, whether 
on domestic or foreign affairs, resides in the body which has been 
expressly elected for the purpose. It may be that some new 
scheme could be evolved, which would give representation on the 
board of Deputies to the Anglo-Jewish Association and other communal 
organisations. But it is the Board as such which is, and must remain, the 
representative organisation, and it is to the Board that the Commupity 
should look to voice its views. We are fully conscious of the hurt which 
would be done by any duplication, or possibly contradiction, of Jewish 
desires in any Government Departments. But we doubt whether the 
foreign or any other Office would long submit to such a nuisance, and 
we do not question where their sympathies would be given in these 
ultra-democratic days. We cannot believe, however, that such a division 
as is here referred to will become an established feature of our communal 
life, and we are convinced that good sense and common loyalty will find 
a way out of the present situation. There is, however, not much 
time to lose, especially in view of the present critical state of affairs, 
which at any moment may necessitate some course of action by the 
Jewish Community bere. It is for the Board of Deputies now to give 
an indication of its proposa!s. 


An Appropriate New Year Gift. 


THERE will be many of our readers who will welcome the opportunity to 
give a practical expression to the lofty feelings which the New Year Cele- 
bration engenders, and such an opportunity presents itself in the appeal 
which we publish this week in aid of the movement for the provision of 
buts for Jewish soldiers. Ata time of family reunion like ‘the present 
there are few of us who would not spare a kindly thought for those 
coreligionists who are far from home, away from the fellowship and 
the environment in which they were reared and which is dear to them. 
And there are none, we are confident, who would not make some sacrifice 
to bring them something of the joys to which the war has made them a 
Stranger. By providing huts for Jewish soldiers we can bring the Jewish 
atmosphere into their camp life, and enable the Jew to enjoy the bappi- 
ness of grasping the friendly hand of a fellow-Jew, in the strange sur- 
roundings in which both find themselves. At the same time, we give 
them both an improved chance of meeting for Divine worship, an added 
consideration at this solemn period of the year. For all these reasons, 
and not Jeast because those on whose behalf we write, left their homes to 
fight the country’s battles, we confidently expect a quick and hearty 
response to our appeal. The Jewish Naval and Military Association 
whieh has this work ir hand, has done, and is doing, unforgettable service 
with its London Hostel for Jewish soldiers. A prompt contribution. will

Good Wishes. 
An Oasis in the Desert. 


I’, as the proverb puts it, wishes were horses, Anglo-Jewry could at this 
season of the year provide all the remounts needed for the Army for 
a long time to come. As New Year follows New Year, always to the 
accompaniment of fond aspirations and genial hopes for others, the 
astonishment mitst grow upon those who contemplate these things, how 
easily, speedily, and completely the spirit of these loving greetings float 
away, vanish, and are no more. It comes into evidence sporadically and 
intermittently during. the year when there are high days and holidays 
about, but it assumes little more than a ghostly echo of the robust 
solicitude.of New Year time. Indeed it is all little more than a nine days’ 
wonder: for it culminates between the )st and 9th of Tisbri and evaporates 
with the ending of the Faston the 10th. Past that rubicon of voluntary self. 
denial—which, by the by, has lost no end of the glamour of heroic under- 
taking in these searching times that are proving to us how easily we can do 
without the things we were wont to regard as indispensable—the fullest, 
not to say the most fulsome, salutations are, as if they had never been, 
save for the freyent memory in heart and soul, we may hope thev leave 
behind. And itis just here that these good wishes, which in the nature of 
things cannot determine, alter, or divert happenings, personal or otherwise, 
in the very least--from that point of view are wasted breath—have thei: 
true function and fird their abundant uses. They are seed tossed 
inconsiderately and at random across the fields of buman aspirations and 
human endeavour. Here and there the seed may fall on fruitful soil: and none 
of us can estimate the crop of loving amenity, the yield, fragrant of all that 
renders life a precious thing, that may be produced. The saying that has 
been quoted in this column more than once is true. Wishes are not 
horses, making it possible tor even beggars to be cavaliers. But they per 
form a social function whereby men and women can become cavaliers in 
Spirit. Without them, mayhap, these same men and women would be 
beggars in soul. 


"PERE RE is, however, a more practical object which these kindly wishes 

effect. They form a stimulus to work and energy, they are an 
encouragement, derived of the sense of unity of aspiration and social 
oneness. They thus provide strength to those fightirg the hard fight in 
the battle of lite. From that point of view is it not a Godsend that, if but 
once a year, there is a season in which these salutations are cast far and 
wide, when an atmosphere of cheering and goodwill all-pervading, ts 
created’? And could there be a time or could there be circumstances such 
as those al] around us which conceivably could make this gratulatory cult 
more needed than those that are present withus? The world groaning 
beneath the burdem of an awful catastrephe of bloodshed and 
death, of dirt. disease, and every devilishness, of waste of life and 
treasure—of all the ten thousand-told damnable horrors inseparable 
from war, and threatened with the downfall of civilisation exactly because 
of the lack of the spirit which prompts the wishes of which this period of 
the year is so redolent among Jews. [| rom the holocaust of disaster which 
has fallen upon the world we Jews are suffering, as we are invariably bound 
to suffer, our own exclusive ills. But those we share with humanity at large, 
or that huge part of it that has been caught in the maelstrom of war! 
Hour by hour, nay, moment by moment, we live under the stress and threat 
of irreparable sorrow. A dear one, our fondest hope, may go down, sent

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to his eternal doom by the instruments of carnage and slaughter that to-day 
hold sway! To be sure nothing can, with anything approaching adequacy, 
overmaster anxiety such as that to which such a war has compelled millions.

But an evép 
iore insidious danger is the spirit that is rife inside the Community, aad 
to account for which is only possible by assuming that it is an assimilation 
of the bitter sentiment that the War has induced among the public in 
Seneral. I refer to the unbrotherly and unsisterly sentiment which seem, 
to be prevalent where section is pitted against section, Jew against Jew, in 
deep contention and acrimonious quarrelling. Differences of opinion there 
must be in any well regulated Community, but the estranging, the 
ostracising of Jew by Jew that, is becoming so noticeable, is a new and 
dangerous feature. It is a subject to which I propose to return at 
ne future time. But it. provides evidence, -when added to 
the other that has been here adduced it gives proof that we were 
poor, indeed, in sentiment and feeling in soul and in mind were there 
not even a small oasis in the desert. of time where the fertile patch 
of good wishes and genial aspirations could be found. It is a good thing 
that if only for a few days in every year the fasbion is for Jew to greet 
Jew with an amiable wish and a pleasant aspiration. It would be infinitely 
better, and the Jewish outlook would be far less disturbing, were the 
fashion much less evanescent and more permanent throughout the year.

The Conflagration at Salonika. 


SPECIAL CABLE 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
SALONIKA, 9th September 

A serious position has been created as the result of the recent big con 
flagration. On the one hand, the Government has prohibited the erection of buts 
on the site of the fire. On the other hand, the Chamber of Deputies has given 
a first reading to a measure for the expropriation of al! the sites on which the 
destroyed buildifgs stood, for the bepefit of a group of capitalists who would 
purchase the land, rebuild, and then sell 

The Bill has caused considerable consternation among all the Jews, who are 
chiefly affected by it. Its application would entail the total ruin of the Jewish 
Community, and would compel aa exodus of Jews en wiasse from here to other 
-ountries. - The anguish of our brethren is intense. Yesterday a gieat meeting of 
protest was held. It was attended by eight thousand persons. The meeting 
decided to senda deputation to Athens in order to protest energeiical'y and to 
prevent a catastrophe. 


German and Turkish Atrocities in Bagdad. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. } SHANGHAI 

News is now filtering through to Shanghai, from corelig:onists in Bagdad to 
relatives here, of the inhuman atrocities perpetrated by the Germans and the 
Turks preparatory to their departure: from that city. One letter states that over 
2,500 Jewish school children were brutally murdered without the siightest provo- 
cation, whilst another describes bow over sixteen men of the Jewish fath were 
tied upin Sacks and drowned simply because they were unable to meet the 
demands made upoa them for money and valuables. It said that as English 
and French formed part of the curriculum of the Jewish schools, the Turks and 
the Germans would not allow the children, who were wel! conversant with these 
languages, to become of use to the British invading army ; hence the decision to 
anorhilate them 

lt is reported that great distress and starvation had prevailed, and is now 
prevailing, in Bagdad, and Jews throughout Iadia and China are doing their best 
to assist financially the impoverished community, once an opulent and flourishing 

lony. itis earnestly to be hoped that the claim of the latter on the generosity 

of our Western corelgionists will not be entirely overlooked, and that contribu

Thaaksto the efforts of Lieutenant Stembo, a brother of the famous 
journalist, and himself a former Jew-baiter, a plot of widespread character has 
disclosed here The ringleaders, Dr. Liadayeff, M. Glinka-Yanchevsky 
(formerly editor of the Zemrstchina), M. Zlotnikoft (a painter), and the mother of 
the Editor of the Moscow aati:Semitic organ, the Veiche. were arrested The 
conspiracy was Organised by a secret organisation, the ‘‘Swataya Rossia '' (Holy 
Russia), aod its priacipal activities were directed against the Jews. In a shop in 
this city, in which nominally books were sold. a newspaper, the Crova, was 
printed and published. From there it was sent io the Front, mainly to the 
Rumanian War Zone. It was also. distributed in the rear of the fighting lines. 
together with special appeals to the soldiers, containing attacks on ihe Jews 
and the Allies, especially on England and l’rance I'riefly, the organisation 
taught the soldiers to believe that the. wisest thing to be dove was to conclude an 
immediate peace at all costs, that the Jews were alone responsible for the con 
tinuation of the war by Russia, aad that the Tsar, when restored to his throne, 
_was the sole person who could secure for the nation “ peace, bread, and f:eedom 
from Jewish oppression.” 

During the search at the headquarters of the organisation instructions were 
discovered ordering the Black Hundreds to co-operate during a rising with the 
Leninites and Anarchists. Special appeals of an anti-Semitic nature were also 
ready on the premises for distribution among the Cossacks

An ali-Itussian Congress o1 this organisation will presently be held, 
with delegates from Moscow, Kieff, Charkov and other large cities

Jewish Women and the Russian Revolution.

Official statistics concerning political prisoners from 1901 until 1911 have 
been published by the Provisional Government. These statistics show that 
Jewish women bave played a very important part in the Russian revolutionary 
movements.

reference to Saturday as a day of rest has created great indignation in Orthodox 
circles.

She strongly objected to a woman holding public office. but as she was the le 
nominee for the Mayoralty and as a deputation of the leading citizens presented 
her with a petition which had been signed by a majority of the electors begging 
her to accept the position, she waived her objection. Mrs. Horwitz is 
said to be the first Jewess to occupy a Mayoral Chair. She is certa:n’y the 
rst woman Mayor in the Soutbern States.

In the course of the years mem- 
bers of the congregation have, at my side, passed through those crises of life in 
the hours of which men’s hearts are welded togetber and men’s lives are thence- 
forth intertwined as long as they last. My people have always been grateful 
in their joys and brave in their sorrows. There have been, as there seem to be 
inseparable from the life of a public man and communal servant, some inevitable 
misunderstandings. Sometimes these bave been easy to trace. Sometimes 
they bave been quite inexplicable. : 


‘It is impossible to be always on one's guard, and I question whetber it is 
good for any man always to be so. There must be some room for honesty, and 
tact, however essential], if carried to the point of a calt, is likely to strike at the 
roots of a man’s bonour. There is one point upon which | would offer just a 


word. It is this. The minister of a congregation such as this is also 
THE SERVANT OF THE WHOLE COMMUNITY, 

and the Commonity bas many needs and many exactions. When 

this synagogue was opened, it was one of the ideals of the 


founders that its work should not be limited by these four walls, but that 
its influence for good should radiate in other directions of useful public service. 
We turned to that limitless field of effort, the East End of this great Metropolis, 
with its countless paths of missionary effort for our people, religious, social, 
and educational. To anyone in earnest there is no such thing as dbding a hiitle 
work in the East End. No good can be done by an occasional procession of 
shadowy personalities to whom is applied that hateful word “cases.” East 
End work Ought to mean a life-work, or it is next to useless to attempt it. The 
consequence is that ministers of great congregations such as this must either 
leave such work untouched or neglect, at times, some minor local Claims. If 
in this latter direction I have failed or offended, it bas been my fate rather than 
my fault. The current has been too strong for me. I found that I must either 
do too little or know too much, and, as knowledge came to me, I bad to choose 
between, on the one hand, leaving my few herojc colleagues in their isolation 
in East London while I enjoyed the placidity of work limited to this favoured 
district, and, on the other band, answering the call that bade me take what 
spiritual and material assistance I had to give to the place where, in the name 
of God and humanity, it was most sorely needed. 1 have trusted my congre- 
gation, and I have tried to feel that they have trusted me. 

No retrospect of this congregation would be complete without a thought, 
which i§ shared by so many, of 

THOSE GOOD FRIENDS OF THE SYNAGOGUE 

whom we have lost, but whose place in our hearts still remain, There are 
many whom | bave in mind with whom it was good to live, and from whom it 
was hard to part. Buta special place in this day's celebration must be found 
for mention of those who worked for it as honorary officers. Dear John 
Meredith, with his great heart ‘full of love for the synagogue and of goodwill 
for all of us; Alexander Jacob, the first of our Wardens to be taken from us, 
to whose clear jadgment and upright character we owed so much valuable 
guidance ; Henry Nathan, kifdest of souls and most thoughtful and courteous 
of men; and Carl Stettauer, whose many and great public services to his 
people were a source of such pride'to this synagogue, where he was so greatly 
beloved. Happily there are many of the original promoters who are with us 
still, and who stand at the side of the founder and, in so many ways, the 
father of the Hampstead ‘Synagogue, with all the old affection made more 
sacred as the years have passed. To them all; and to him especially, it must 
be a source of great gratification to know that the good work is in the hands of 
those who have learned with him to love it. To all of us, as we thank God 


for everything of blessing that has come to our labour, there is the added - 


-blessing that we think we can see a future in which our work of love will be 
carried forward by those who will make fast where we have succeeded and 
make good in what, perforce, we must leave undone. 

It is cur Ces re to leave them some tangible token of our reverence and 
affection for this synagogue by adding to its outward beauty so that after 
generations shall see that we were not content to dwell in houses of cedar while 
the ark of the Lord dwelled within curtains. If, at any time, there can be need 
to justify expenditure on making beautiful the sanctuary of the Lord, our justi- 
fication is the stream of generous philanthropy which has responded to all 


claims of charity bere since the day of our foundation. No human claim has | 


ever suffered, and, with God's blessing, none ever will. What we propose will 
not excuse our benevolence, but will be its evidence and its example. It will 


leave a record of our piety; it will afford us a‘memorial of those dear to us. 
Towards the amount required we have already received the sum of £1,345, and 
we trust that the list will include every member of the congregation, so that © 
ultiorately we shall be able to establish a memorial of what we bave {eli this

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day, teaching those who come after us that we gave the best to the house of 
God ir reverence of al! that it had meant to us and in hope as to what /t should 
represent to them, 

And so we shall try to pass on our trust to those who shall follow, and we — 
sanctify this place of so many hallowed associations by a tribute, on this day of 
sacred anniversary, of deep thankfulness for the blessings we have here rece.ved 
and by pious hope for those who shall come here to pray. 
cannot forecast ; their prayers we cannot formulate: but we trust that, in all 
their petitions, they shall be able to think of us. When we sball have passed 
away they will one day, with our memory in their hearts, pray ‘78 13°D 
IP WTNINK : “Answer us, O God of our fathers!” When they do so, may 
they find their prayers the better for the thought of us, and may they find God's 
mercy the nearer for what we shall have tried to be.

CONSECRATION CEREMONY. 


The Consecration of the Victoria and Chelsea (Associate) Synagogue, Smitt 
Terrace, Smith Street, Chelsea, took place last Sunday. The consecration cere- 
mony was carried out by the Chief Rabbi, aad the service was conducted by the 
Rev. G. Prince, assisted by the choirof the Hammersmith Synagogue. Councillor 
Harry Kosky, President of the Congregation, opened the synagogue. He was 
presented with a silver-gilt key by the Vice-President, Mr. J. Nelken, and 
the Hon. Secretary, Mr. P. Levene. 

At the conclusion of the opening ceremony and after the reading of the 
Mincha service, the Chief Rabbi delivered an address, in the course of which be 
alluded to the Jewish altar, which'was built of “ peaceful stones’ not hewn iron, 
which was ap instrument of destruction. He was glad to see the consecration of 
a synagogue in such an old district as Chelsea, a district of literary and artistic 
surroundings. The ceremony was taking place on the eve of the New Year, and 
it behoved the members of the new congregation to realise their responsibility 
as a corporate Jewish community. The New Year reminded them of three great 
fundamentals in Judaism—King—the King of all Kings, which precluded an 
anarchic rule, and insisted on the principle of truth and justice ; memories, which 
reminded tbem that the Jewish nation was not of yesterday, but had a long history 
of sufferings and endurance for the ideas and ideals embodied in the Torah. and 
the Shopbar, the object of which was to waken the Jew individually as well as 
collectively. The synagogue stood as a symbol of the corporate Jewish com- 
munity, a local habitation for Judaism, and he hoped that the congregation 
would take note of their responsibility to Jews and Judaism, and that in the class- 
rooms of the synagogue Jewish principles would be imparted to the children. He 
hoped that the synagogue and classrooms would counteract the evil influences 
that were abroad in the big cities, and that they would tend to strengthen moral 
and religious power among the old and young. In conclusion, the Chief Rabbi 


offered a prayer for life and peace—the most needed blessings at the present 


moment.

INDUCTION OF READER. 


The Rev. I. Shapiro, the newly-elected Reader, was inducted into office on 
Friday evening. He was welcomed in the Vestry Room by Mr, Mark Moses, ] P., 
one of the Wardens, and several members of the Board of Management. Mr. 
Moses congratulated Mr. Shapiro on his unanimous election by the seatholders 
and wisbed him every success in bis new sphere of duty. Mr. Shapiro was 
escorted by these gentlemen and the Rev. S. Levy into the synagogue, the choir 
singing Baruch Haba as the procession entered. On Sabbath morning, the 
Rev. S. Levy preached on Deut. xxvii., 6, from the Sedra, “ Blessed shalt thou 
be when thou comest in, and blessed shalt thou be when thou goest out.”

In moving resolutions concerning the ending of the Conjoint Committee 


which had been recommended bv the Executive Committee, § the 
CuaigMan said he was very anxious to maintain the discussion at @ low 
temperature He would not in any way attempt (0 reply or even altude 


to many things which had been said on that subject, whether at the meetings of 
the Loard of Deputies or in the Jewish tress. nor would he stop to deplore the 
end of an arrangement which had worked to the great advantage of Jews in this 
country for about forty years. The responsibility for its termination rested upon 
other shoulders than those of the Anglo-Jewish Association. He did not want to 
say anything whatever which might prevent a possible future arrangement with 
the Board of Deputies. If there was a chance that such an arrangement could 
be made that was satisfactory to themselves, it was quite clear that anything of a 
provocative nature, which might be said round that table, might prejudice such an 
arrangement. The Board of Deputies desired the termination of the present 
arrangement, and however much he might regret that desire, he felt they must, 
of course, at once accede to their wish. It would be most improper to fetter an 
unwilling partser by any technical dificulty for afew more months. He did not 
know how long they could technically compel the arrangement to continue, but 
as the Board was anxious that they should terminate the arrangement immediately, 


they should put no difficulties in the way of that being done. He proposed 

|. That, in accordance with the request of the B ard of Deputies, the arrangement 
made between the Angio-Jewish Association and the Board ot Deputies for the e@stabiish-

on to say that either the Board of Deputies 
wou!d propose certain conditions to them, or there would be representatives of 
the two bodies to consider the question of terms. That the Board of Deputies 
should wish to consider an agreement with themselves was fro tanto a satisfactory 
fa He hoped the second par: of the tirstresolution would commend itself to the 
good sense of the Council. It was clear that if they could obtain a single foreign 
(Committee to deal with foreign attairs, it would be betterthanto havetwo. They 
bad to deal wrth an interim period which should extend until the new arrange 
ment should be concluded satisfactorily to both parties, or it should have been 
found impossible to have such a new arrangement. In either case some special 
arrangement would have to be made he Board of Deputies had resolved that 
their Law and Parliamentary Committee should be the body to take charge of 
fore:wn afttairs during the interval. But the Anglo-Jewish Association must see 
that a body was also set up, if they they were to carry on ths work as 
they had done hitherto. It.-had been going on ever since the 15th ‘July, when 
those troubles had arisen and that resolution had been passed by the Board of 
Deputies. But it was clearly necessary that they should have a committee for the 
interim period, and the Executive Committee had thought it desirable that it 
should consist of that body in which were incinded all the previous representa- 
tives to the Conjoint with one exception, and that Sir Matthew Nathan, 
Lord Swaythling, Mr. Leonard L. Cohen, and Mr. Oswald John Simon 
should be added to form the special interim Committee. He hoped this 
would be accepted by the Counci!, for in order that the work should con- 
troue in the old way, there should be the minimum of change and the minimum 
of discussion. No doubt there was occasional criticism of the old Conjoint 
Committee, but on the whole the arrangement was a very comfortable one. 

The resolutions were seconded by Mr. B. Kiscu, and supported by Mr. 


Mr. MONTEFIORE went 


_ ELKAN N. ADLER, who, inthe course of bis remarks, said that with regard to the 


principle of the matter, he quite agreed, but as the resolution stood, it did not 
seem quite correct. Asamatier of fact, what the Board of Deputies had done 
was not to ask them to cancel the agreement immediately. They had said steps 
should be taken at the earliest poss:ble moment to terminate the arrangement 
with the Anglo-Jewish Association. Ata subsequent meeting, they had added to 
the resolution that it might be agreeable to the Anglo-Jewish Association to ter- 
minate the arrangement immediately. Therefore, in accordance with the wish of 
the Board of Deputies, they might say they had arrived at a point where it was 
felt that things should not go on as they had done before. His own view was that 
there would be some sort of arrangement come to, with the Board, as the Conjoint 
Committee had done very well in the past and only once had had any serious 
difference with the community. Mr. Adler suggested that the word “ wish” 
should be substituted for “ request” in the resolution. On this point a discussion 
followed, and in the end it was decided that the word was to remain as printed. 
Mr. Jos—ErH Cowen said he did not want to be provocative, but one could 
not help annoying other people when one held strong views. The Community 
was definitely and strongly against the Conjoint Committee, and yet what the 
Council now wanted to do was to bring themselves in through the back door 
when they had been kicked out of the front door. The Conjoint Committee was 
at an end last July, and that fact should be recognised. The Anglo-Jewish 
Association, it was evident, was more anxious about the Anglo-Jewish Association 
than it was about the Community. (No, no') Mr. Cowen said he did not mind 
being interrupted, because what he said was true, andthat showed the resentment 
of his hearers. It was Mr. Wolf and his gang, who were against the Jewish Regi- 
ment, who had cried him down. But the Community would not have the 
Conjoint Committee come in at the back door. What they wanted was 
& representative committee for this country. The Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation was only an association representative of a small number of 
subscribers with a view to protecting Jewish interests. (A member: “ Abroad |”) 
The Association had no right to deal with foreign affairs and would find, if they 
ventured to interfere with free Russia, they would be told to mind their own 
business. They would not permit them to touch the Palestine affair. (A member : 
“Who are ‘they'?”) Mec. Cowen said he meant those who agreed with him. He 
oposed that the words “formation of an arrangement which should be accept- 
nble to both sides ” be omitted from the resolution. There should be one represen- 
tative committee which should represent all Jews of the Kingdom, including the 
Federation of Synagogues and Friendly Societies. 
Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A., said that Mr. Cowen in objecting to any 
fresh arrangement being entered into, should address himself to the Board of 


Deputies, which had made (the suggestion, and not to them, (Cries of “ He is no, 
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a member.”) Dr. Abrahams said that was a pity. Mr. Cowen and his friends 
could not see the enormous Opposition that existed to the Zionists of the world. 

The CHAIRMAN, interposing, said they were not met to discuss the Zionis: 
question J 

Mr. Lucten Wor said that there would be no discourtesy, as Mr. Adler 
imagined, tothe Board of Deputies, if they adopted the form they had in the 
resolution. He did not propose tofollow Mr. Cowen inal! he had said, but he 
would like to know whom that gentleman represented. At the last meeting of the 
Board, the Association bad been invited to negotiate with them in torming a Con 
joint Committee to carry on foreiga affairs, and in spite of that, Mr. Cowen sa 4 
they should tell the Community they had no right to undertake foreign affair: 
Mr. Cowen did not represent the Board, because he was not a member, and 
certainly not the Zionists, for they had chucked him out. (Protests ) 

The CHAIRMAN then read the terms of Mr. Cowen's amendment to 
resolution, which was not, however, seconded. 

Mr. Joseru PeRac, J] P., said that he agreed with Mr. Cowen in one thin, 
and that was that they had to complain of the manner in which the Chairma, 
had set forth the resolution. (Hear, hear.) He had refrained from taking 
notice of the attacks upon the Anglo-Jewish Association. The Association ha 
every right to carry on its work in Russia, in Rumania, in Galicia... (A member 
And in Palestine too.) They wanted to be placed upon an equal footing in tha 
matter, and their representatives ought not to agree to any condition which wou 
place the Ang!o-Jewish Association in a false position. (Cheers.) 

Other speakers were Mr. Maurice Jacobs and Mr. H. G. 
first resolution was carried with only one dissentient. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE observed that there were only two possible courses tha: 
could have been adopted. The Council could either have entrusted the foreigr 
affairs entirely to the Law and Parliamentary Committee of the Board or set vu 
their own body. In regard to what Mr. Cowen had said, that they had no righ 
to carry on the work, be had as much honour as Mr. Cowen in this matter 
(Hear, bear.) Mr. Cowen had spoken very optimistically in saying that there 
would be no further need for a Foreign Committee. Nobody hoped so morc 
than he

London University Extension Lectures. 


NEW COURSE ON JEWISH HISTORY 
In. response to the demands of the London University, Toynbee Hall, and 
the general body of students, a third course of ten lectures on Jewish History will 
be held in the coming autuma. The course will begin at Toynbee Hal! on 


Tuesday evening, November i3th, 1917, at eight o'clock. Five lectures will be 
delivered at weekly intervals, and another five (also at weekly intervals) in 
January and February, 1915 
The new course is designed on a nove! plan. It will not cover a particular 

period of history, but, adopting theeplan formulated by the Rev. S. Levy, M.A 
will deal with Jewish Historians, reviewing their careers, theic methods, and 
their results. Mec. Levy oimsel{ will open the series with a survey of Jewish 
Historiography in general, describing the various types of Jewish historical 
writings, from the Bible records down to. the latest work of modern Jewish 
authors. The other nine lectures of the course will take up, the sequence in 
detail. Dr. I. Abrahams wil! speak of the Greek period, dealing mainly with the 
Books of the Maccabee; and the Alexandrian apologists. This will be foliowed 
by a lecture by the Rev. A. Cohen, M.A., who will discuss the Jewish Historians 
of the Roman period, with special reference to Josephus—a fine opportunity of 
which Mr. Cohen may be trusted to avail himsel! effectively. Next will come a 
discourse by the Rev. Dr. J]. Abelson on the Talmudists as Historians. Dr. Abe! 
son will include an account of the Scroll of Fasting. If he hasa difficult topic, 
he alse possesses the necessary skill. The first part of the course will be 
completed by Mr. J]. Mann, M.A., who will deal with the historical work of the 
Gaonim, and will, among other topics, speak of the famous Letter of Sherira 
Mr. Mann has already published important new discoveries ia the history of the 

riod 
if: The second part of the course will open with an entertaining subject by ar 
always attractive lecturer. Mr. E. N. Adler, M.A., will give an account of the 
Medieval Chroniclers, including such travellers as Benjamin of Tudela. A notable 
item in the course is the subject committed to Mrs. R. N. Salaman. She may be 
fully relied on for a charming address on “ The Hebrew Poets as Historians,” 
having ‘particularly a fine field in the Elegies, so poignantly characterised by 
Zunz. The Historians of the Renaissance (as represented by De Rossi and his 
school) will be treated by Dayan L. Mendelsohn, M.A., whose lecture in the 
previous course was found so remarkably attractive. Next, in Dr. A. Marmor- 
stein's capable and sympathetic hands has been placed the discussion of Grae'z 
and the new school. Finally, Mr. Lucien Wolf will treat of the work of the 
Jewish Historical Societies, in the formation of one of which he took so prominent 
a part 

ps Thus the new course bids fair to equal the interest of its two predecessors.

It was 
evidently the Sephardic Synagogue and not the Minyan, because it is marked on 
the Ordnance map, not in Marylebone Lane, but exactly on the site in Wigmore 
Street which is now occupied by Wigmore Hall, between Wimpole and Harley 
Streets. Mr. D.A. Levy writes that the Bryanston Street Sephardic building 
was opened in 1861.

PALESTINE 


Mr. Albert M. Hyamson has written an exceedingly interesting book entitled 
‘Palestine. The Rebirth of an Ancient People” (Sidgwick and Jackson). He 
has drawn upon personal knowledge gained on the spot. He gives a vivid record 
of progress in the colonies and draws an impressive picture of economic, intel. 
lectual and spiritual revival in the Holy Land before the outbreak of the war. 
The volume is full of sincere feeling and is touched by insight into many aspects 
of life in modern Palestine. The author proves himself to be a careful and enter- 
taining guide, and his panorama produces on the reader a strong impression of 
reality. The work includes an excellent map of Palestine, and there are also 
twenty-one illustrations of the new life in the Holy Land, some of them being 
reproduced from photographs takea by the author 

Mr. Hyamson, however, has made the mistake of attempting a task which is 
beyond the capacity of a single hand to accomplish in one volume. He is entitled 
to Our yvratitude for the virtues of his work. He may win our forgiveness for its 
occasional weakness due to a laudable ambition to reach beyond his grasp, but 
having de 
vhich certain portions of his volume must necessarily provoke. 

‘Palestine: The Kebirth of an Ancient People” may be roughly divided 
into three parts. There is, first, a summary of the history of Palestine from the 
destruction of the Temple in 70 c.&. until the present time. There ts, secondly, 
a survey ot the origin, growth and progress of the modern Zionist movement, 
and there is, thirdly, a description of the material and spiritual revival which 
Palestine has undergone during the past thirty-five years. Each of these subjects 
is large and important enough in itself to tax the emergies of a single writer, 
When all the three themes are tackled by one hand, it is humanly inevitable that 
the resultant should betray a want of proportion, a lack of perspective, and a 


certain degree of cross-division Mr. Hyamson deserves praise for his zeal in 
making the big attempt, and it is not entirely h fault that bis high aim has 
proved beyond his powers and that he has not been quite successful in combin 


ing with consistency the different réles of objective bistorian, screntific exponent, 
and partisan advocate 
lt is very strange how writers on l’alestine seem 
lecided on a conspiracy of silence as to the origin of the name “ Palestine” as 
applied to the land of Israel It is, therefore, not surprising to find Mr. Hyamson 
in the same band in having completely overlooked the obvious need of beginning 
his history of Palestine with a reference to the inception of the name of the 
country with which his work deals. This comment is not the mere whim of a 
verbal quibble, for the history of the word enshrines an interesting chapter 
in the history of the land and the people. “ Palestine ” is the Greek rendering of 
nov7s in Exodus xv., 14: Isaiah xsiv., 29, 31: and Psalm lx., 10. Now, in the 
Bible, N&%D is the name of the land of the Philistines, and refers definitely only 
to the Philistine coast region south of Phoenicia Greeks were the first to 
transter the designation of the coast line of the Philistines to the inland territory 
belonging to the people of Israel. Then in 70 ¢.&., on the coins he struck to 
commemorate the destruction of Jerusalem, Vespasian introduced “ Palestine” 
into the Latin language asthe name of the country of the Jews. After an interval 
three centuries. Jerome was the nextto use the term l’alestine for the lormer 
land of the Jewish people, and in this practice be was followed bythe Church fathers, 
od then by Jewish writers. Hence “ Palestine “in Jewish literature is in reality

_Anvy author is of course entitled to choose as he pleases the dates of the 
beginning and the end of any period in history to which he feels inclined to 
devote his If Mr. Hyamson were simply dealing with history he 
might be able to justify his procedure iz- com fencing with the end of the Jewish 
Siate in 70 c.} Hut-he goes beyond history and is concerned also with Zionism 
and the Jewish problems of ourown age. It is an old and widespread convention 
to regard the dithcultes of the Diaspora as beginning with the Fall of Jerusalem. 
History does not éxactly repeat itself in all details in diflerent periods and in 
ditierent lands, because the slavish repetition of history is always checked or 
modihed by our knowledge of previous history If, therefore, we would apply 
scientinc method to our consideration of the modern problems of Judaism in 
relation to iis various environments, it is high time that we destroyed the ared 
and misleading fetish of hmiting our retrospect to 70 ©.1 To find a closer 
parallel to the conditions which prevail to-day, we must cast our gaze much further 
backwards, right away to the Maccabees, in the second century before the common 
era.. The Jewish people were then under: the Syrian rule of the House of 
Seleucus, and in the reign of Antiochus |V. (175-164 uc.) they were divided 
into three main groups, the Hellenists, the Hasidwans (Chasidim), and the 
followers of Mattathias and his fivesons. The Hellenists were the prototype of the 
modern assimilationists. “In those days came there forth out of Israel trans- 
gressors of the law and persuaded many, saying, let us go and make a covenant 
with the Gentiles that are round about us, And the saying was good in their 
eves. And certain of the people were forward herein and went to the king, and 
he gave them licence to do after the ordinances of the Gentiles. And they for- 
sook the holy covenant, and joined themselves to the Gentiles, and sold them- 
selves to do evil” (1 Maccabees, i, 11-15). The Chasidim at first joined forces 
with the Maccabees in their resistance to the apostasy of the Hellenists and to 
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the persecution initiated by Antiochus Epipbanes, but as soon as the victory (9, 
religious freedom was gained the Chasidim withdrew, because their 
aims were purely religious and in no degree political in character. 
The attempt of the Maccabees to re-establish a Jewish State was no; 
part of the creed or in the programme of the Chasidim and did no 
commend itself to their acceptance. The Chasidim were quite content with their 
triumph for religious liberty and to be Syrians of the Jewish persuasion in 
Palestine, just as previously under the Ptolemies their ancestors had beep 
Egyptians of the Jewish persuasion. So that it is in Palestine itself, over twenty 
centuries ago, we can trace the origin of the theory of those Jews in modern 


times who discountenance any striving after a National or Politica) 
Judaism in Palestine, and limit their political aspirations to ful! cit; 
zenship in the lands in which they dwell, while asserting their 
riwht to follow their own faith like any other religious denomination 


among their countrymen. With the support of Rome, Judas Maccabseus started 
the revival of the Jewish State, and was thus the founder of modern politica! 
Zionism. From the point of view of the Chasidim, it was a poetic act of 
retribution that by Rome the Jewish State was finally destroyed, and it was the 
religious system evolved by the Chasidim which saved Judaism from the wreck 
and chaos produced by the collapse and ruin of the Jewish State. The Jewish 
nationalism established by the Maccabees was ended in 70 C.E. The Judaism main. 
tained and developed by the (hasidim has isted unto Our own time. Hence, 
Englishmen, Frenchmen, and Russians of the Jewish persuasion cag point (or 
their attitude to an analogy of far longer duration than can the political Zionmts 
of our day, who dream of the restoration of the Jewish State in the ancient land 
of Israel. This reading of Jewish bistory may be erroneous, but it must be proved 
to be wrong. It may be right, and yet not win acceptance as any practical guidance 
for present-day Jewish politics. But, in either case, the Maccabazan period 
provides a better starting point for learning to apply the lessons of the past than 
does the time of the destruction of the Temple in 70 c.8., with which M: 
Hyamson opens the history of Palestine in its relation to the present and the 
future of Judaism 

Further, the author has completely neglected a primary factor in the whole 
problem, viz., the elusive—however attractive and inspiring—sentiment of 
nationality \s a rule, the concept of nationality can make an irresistible 
appeal to feeling and efiect a quick conquest of the heart. But difficulties crop up 
thick and fast when emotion has to be interpreted with clearness and distinctness 
to capture the mind and to be translated into action. The late Lord Acton, with 
his wide knowledge of the theory and application of history, drew up a strong 
case for the vindication of a pationality, mot conditioned by territoria! 
possession and not bounded by artificial barriers or geographical frontiers, but 
eemented by the pursuit of an ideal, breathing a common purpose under th 
sway of a common religion. Here, then, is high authority for defending th- 
justice of the cause of Jewish emancipation in every land, united with the main 
tenance ol are! "ous olidarity and cohesion, independent of any political Jewish 
entity in a definite territorial area. however sacred its associations and howeve: 
tender its memories, as in the case of Palestine. The point thus raised 
naturally one for discussion, but political Zionism must not allow exuberance to 
drown reasoning and should endeavour to meet an argument, and not deny or 
iwnore, as Mr. Ilyamson does, its existence or force. 

in the Bibliography on page 281 Mr. Hyamson includes a reference to Miss 
Henrietta Szold's valuable work, “ Recent Jewish Progress in Palestine.” But 
he shares to some extent the fault of exaggeration to which many Zionists are prone, 
and which isthe despair of all temperate and fairminded Jewish Nationalists who 
realise the danger involved to their cause in the attitude which doth protest too 
much There is no need to imply, either consciously or carelessly, that no one 
he!ped the work of Jewish colonisation in Palestine, or that no one was interested 
in the revival of the Hebrew language, before the modern Zionist movement came 
into being Zionist progress in l’alestine is not identical with the total sum of 
Jewish progress in Palestine, and to claim too much for Zionist achievement is to 
weaken very sensibly the validity and justice of the claim. 

A literary column is not the place to discuss the wisdom or rightness of the 
recent publication of the manifesto of the Conjoint Committee. tut the Zionism 
of Mr. Hlyamson, outlined in the last chapter, “The Political Future” 
(pp. 275-250), does not appear to go beyond, if as far as, the programme [or 
Palestine set forth by the Conjoint Committee. It may be asked whether Mr. 
Hyamson, in the attitude he adopts, is representing only himself, or whether he is 
the spokesman o/ any large and efiective body of Zionist opinion. In dealing 
with a work on Zionism it is difficult to draw a sharp line of demarcation 
between literature and policy, but even in the world of letters it may legitimately 
be urged that there is far too long overdue a scientific formulation and a clear-cut 
interpretation of the aims of Political Zionism. 

Mr. Ilyamson's book is a highly creditable piece of investigation and com. 
pilation and gives an interesting description of modern Palestine based on 
persona! knowledge, but it is weak in the capacity of seizing the inner meaning o! 


history. It is lacking in historic insight and wanting in philosophic breadth and 
outlook. We thus come round in a circle to the conclusion with which we 
started. Mr. Hyamson has attempted too much in one effort. 


In trying to 
accomplish three distinct tasks he has exposed himself to attacks from three 
sides. ut it would be the height of ingratitude for the critics from three 
different quarters only to point out their grievances without generously acknow 
ledging at the same time what has met with their approval. What may please 
one reviewer may not satisfy another reviewer, and what may satisfy one reviewer 
may not please another reviewer. So the author will in the end easily win the 
favourable verdict he deserves, by skilfully selecting and piecing together the 


passages of approval gathered from different sources and harmonising them into 
a chorus of praise. S. L. 
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A SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ POCKET VOLUME. 

[A “Book of Jewish Thoughts for His Majesty's Jewish Soldiers and Sailor: my 
Compiled by the Very Rev. Dr. J. H. Hertz, M.A., Chief Rabbi. Eyre and 
Spottiswoode, Ltd., 1917. 6d.) 

This little book of 103 pages is full of choice and beautiful material, which 
will appeal not alone to Jewish soldiers and sailors. We understand that the first 
edition, consisting of 10,000 copies, is now exhausted and the Chief Rabbi has 
revised the booklet, so we are informed, and enlarged it to almost double the 
former number of pages. 

This “ Book of Jewish Thoughts” is an admirable companion volume to the 
“ Prayer Book for Jewish Soldiers and Sailors.” Thecontents are divided ‘nto four 
sections: (i.) The Jewish Warrior; (ii.) The People of the Book; (iii.) The Voice of 
Prayer; and (iv.) The Voiceof Wisdom. The excerpts are taken from the Ilebrew 
Scriptures, the Apocrypha, Philo, Mishnah and Talmud, mediaeval poets and mora! 
ists, and modern sermonsand writers. Extracts from the Liturgy are also given, Dr 
Hertz has shown a catholic taste and no small discrimination in the compilation of 
his anthology. The late Chief Rabbi and his talented son, as also the Rev. Morris 
Joseph, the late Professor Dr. Schechter, Mr. C. G. Montefiore, Dr. Israel 
Abrahams, among others, have been laid under contribution. The poetical pieces 
are excellent, and include extracts from the writings of Emma Lazarus, N. H. 
Imber, G. Gottheil, P. M. Raskin, and Alice Lucas. A few more selections from 
“The Jewish Year” (Alice Lucas) would have enhanced the spiritual and poetical 
value of the compilation. There are naturally very many omissions—it 
could not be otherwise. Whether it would not have been more satisfactory 
to have enlarged the number of selections from a wider circle of authors by 
limiting the number of extracts from one particular writer to one selection apiece, 
is a question which may be answered in more ways than one. 

The booklet is beautifully printed on thin’ Indian paper and is bound 
ina “khaki” cover. There is a printer's error on page 62: “ Tomtob” should 
be “Jomtob.” On page 95, “ Talmud” should be deleted and replaced by 
“Tosephta.” On page 97, the two lines under the heading, “Immortality,” 
should read: “ There are those who gain eternity in one brief hour, others who 
gain it in a lifetime.” 

The booklet deserves the attention and appreciation of all lovers of Israei's 
literature, and will, it is hoped, find a place in every Jewish home Every page 
is iiiuminating, and many gems of Jewish thought and teaching enrich its value. 
We offer our sincere congratulations to the Chief Rabbi on the usefulness of his 
compilation.

THE NINTH HASTINGS. 


The latest volume of Dr. James Hastings’ “ Encyclopadia of Religion and 
Ethics ” (Edinburgh, T. and T. Clark) carries on a unique work in its own unique 
spirit. No work covers the same ground; no work exhihits the same width of 
tolerance. The present instalment includes the alphabet from the end of M 
(Mundas) well into P (Phrygians). The subjects range from obsolete antiquity 
to the most recent developments of thought. This being so, the vitality and con- 
tinuity of Judaism are peculiarly revealed. For though many of the Jewish topics 
treated are antique, few if any of them are obsolete.“ Pharisaism,” discussed wit! 
competent learning and commendable fairness by Canon Box,-:is realised as a 
system which, with certain modifications, survives “in the Jewries of to-day.” 
There are some things in various articles, no doubt, to which a Jewish critic 
would refuse assent, but there is only one sentence which he would keenly resent. 
This occurs on page 538, where, after rightly praising the organised charity of the 
jews, the remark is made: “It is not surprising, after the treatment’ which 
they have received at the hands of Christians, that except to their 
own people most Jews are not much inclined to liberality.”. Mr. Edward 
Grubb has been misinformed. The generosity of Jews to general philan 
thropic purposes is notorious, so much so that specific Jewish charities sometimes 
have just cause to lament that they are comparatively or absolutely neglected by 
Jews Who are otherwise famous for their open handed benevolence. 

Perhaps Mr. Grubb will see a justification of his remark when we proceed to 
devote our comments to. the articles written by Jews. But, obviously, a book 
like this calls for specialist judgment. And when tested in this way it shows 
itself in its real colours, as a trustworthy record of facts and judgments, compiled 
and passed by experts. The articles by Jews are as follows :—

Most of these writers are expert authorities, Mr. C. G. Seligman and Mr. L. A. 
Magnus not least among the list. They deal, however, with non-Jewish topics. 
Of the others we are first arrested by the Rev. F. L. Cohen's short but adequate 
article on Jewish music. His position seems a reasonable compromise between 
those who maintain opposite opinions as to the existence of a true Jewish type of 
music, There is an old traditional method which has been unified and fortified 
by the addition of melodies derived from various sources. As a detail we cite 
Mr. Coben's statement that “ The first musician, in the modern sense, who 
worked in Jewish music was Salomo de Rossi, one of a schoo! of Jewish masters

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who succeeded each other at the court of Mantua from 1542 to 1628." Another 
point may be made. Some think that the Synagogue is musically indebted to the 
Church; but there is a reverse side. All authorities are agreed that the musi 
of the early Church was of Hebraic orivin”—so writes Mr. H. Westerb, (p. 19) 
at the opening of his valuable article on Christian Music. 

The relations between synagogue aed church were at least as close in the field 
occupied by Dr. J]. Abelson. Not for the first time he has written instructively of 
Jewish Mysticism. By alphabetical accident, the next article in our list is Dr. 
Samuel Daiches admirable biography of Nahmanicdes, who pec ularly exemplhies 
the combination of legalism with mysticism, which we find so frequently illustrated 
im medieval Jewish thought—Maimonides being the main exception. But the 
latter was too keen an Aristotelian to have much room in his philosophy for 
mystical speculations which, in the last resort, go back to neo-llatonism. 


There is next an article on Jewish Names by Ir. 1. Abrahams In this is 
cited Zunz’s demonstration of the falsity of the supposition that Jews io olden 
times restricted themselves to Hebrew names Hie adds that “the variety 


of Jewish names revealed in the English records of the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries is very remarkable.” . The article is followed by one on “ The Name of 
God,” in which due attention is paid to the specifically Jewish ideaof “ Sanctifica- 
tion of the Name.” 

Lr. Gaster contributes two articles of first-rate worth He gives a good 
historical survey of “ Jewish Ordination,” and then in.a brief but absolutely just 
sentence or two sums up the present situation (p. 555): “It was.to be henceforth ” 
it.c., after the 12th century! “to be a certificate for the holder.” and asa“ venia 
docendi” was granted by a holder of the diploma, and resembled the olden 
“laying on of hands” in so far as “the authority of the giver guaranteed the 
qualifications of the recipient.” The facts are here stated with lucidity and 
accuracy. Similarly with the same scholar's article on “Parsism in Judaism.” 
It is a fine, original study. 

“Old Age” is a topic which calls forth the Rev. Morris Joseph's fall power 
The disabilities of age are not slurred over, but insistence is also made on its 
honourableness, and also on the prominence in Jewish ethics of respect and tender 
consideration for those who have left youth behind them. Probably in forme: 
periods old age began earlier than we should now place it medieval writers 
often described themselves as “old ” before they were fiftv—but no doubt there 
is ground for Mr. Joseph's conclusion that even in Biblical times (if we leave out 
the Patriarchal period), “in the books subsequent to the Pentateuch, the average 
duration of life and the corresponding conception of old age are much the same 
as those of our day ” (p. 471). 

Old age is the period of wisdom, and this leads us to the last article on our 
list: Dr. H. Malter's essay on “ Jewish Philosophy.” Again we find the difficulty 
of defining terms. According to Dr. Malter (p. 573), “ Jewish philosophy may 
aptly be designated as the conscious attempt of Jewish thinkers to reconcile the 
teachings of Judaism with the results of their studies in the fields of the secular 
sciences.” This is true historically, but obviously such a* merely reconciling 
attempt cannot create a true philosophy. And the fact that lr. Malter ends his 
story with the fifteenth century only makes this inadequacy more clear. Within 
the limits he has assigned, however, Dr. Malter has given us the best sketch 
since Munk-—and to compare favourably a new sketch with Munk’'s survey isto 
render it high praise ©. R. 
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RANDOM THOUGHTS FOR 


THE SOLEMN FESTIVALS. 


I. LIVINGSTONE, 


The annual Fast Day, which calls forth so many “ Well over the Fast ” 
wishes in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, the Jewish World, and through the post, 
must be a great hardship and a terrible ordeal to the members of the Jewish 
Community, or at any rate to some of them. And yet not so long ago Lady 
Rhondda seriously suggested that it would be a splendid idea if everyone did 
without food on one day of every week, she herself expressing her willingness to 
join any society which would be formed to carry out the idea, The imposition of 
such a privation would be, of course, a “ war measure.” It might, it is true, be 
seized upon by those faddists who hold that fasting is the key to eternal youth 
and the secret of perfect health. It might, too, be regarded as a weekly day of 
humility by those who view the war catastrophe as a chastisement for national 
sins. As such, indeed, its object would be much akin to the purpose of the 
Atonement Fast, which is, of course, a day of self-abnegation, calling forth an 
increase of devotion and religious fervour. But those who view the approach 
of the Fast of Kippur with the dread—not of appearing before the Divine 
throne of judgment, but of having to deprive themselves of all food for twenty 
five hours, will hardly welcome Lady Rhondda's suggestion as a practical 
proposal, if at any rate the proposal suggests an entire abstinence from all food 
and drink. 


It is, however, perhaps after all uncharitable to speak unsympathetically of 
the discomforts of some of the synagogue worshippers on the Day of Atone 
ment, for the deprivation of food is not their only discomfort. Those who 
conduct the prayers, as well as those who follow them, those who take a real 
part in the service and join in the prayers with reverence, may not find the day 
so much of a physical and mental strain. But those to whom the sacred 
tongue is unknown, those who are unable to follow the order of service, cannot 
help feeling the drag of it all. ,

It is true that the old melodies—even whea the words themselves are not 
understood—often rouse the devotional teelings of worshippers and call up 
associations and thoughts which the words themselves would not have the 
power to awaken. The words of the Kol Nidrei, for instance, though there 
lurks beneath them a conception of the sanctity of truth and of the sacredness of 
the plighted word which has indeed a solemn application to the Israelite as he 
stands upon the threshold of another year,* derive most of their appealiag force 
from the melody of the traditional tune to which it has been set. It would be 
well, therefore, if Chazanim and choirmasters would not make too frequent a 
departure from those much-loved tunes, which have so peculiar a power to hold 
the affection of worshippers and rouse feelings of devotion. In this consection 
it is pleasing to note that the movement recently initiated for the purpose 
of helping and improving the choral portions of the synagogue service will 
help to secure siifcr alia a more general aad permanent use of the traditional 
melodies. As the Rev. A. A. Green pointed out at the preliminary conference 
of, the movement, even people who do not know the meaning of all the words 


they utter, are transported by certain traditional melodies back to old memories 
for which they are the better, and the absence of which in some synagogues 


makes them fee! strangers unable to participate in the service with due reverence 
and fervour. 


There is, however, much else in the Festival liturgy which is not asso- 
ciated with traditional melodies, and which cannot, therefore, adequately call 
forth the devotion of those many congregants in so many of our synagogues who, 
for one reason or another, know little or nothing of the language of their 
prayers. This, indeed, is one of the problems which ask for a solution from 
those who have at heart the deepening of the religious consciousness of 
Anglo-Jewry. Solutions of these and other problems may be long in coming, 
but the Community may do something in the right direction by giving whole- 
hearted support to those institutions which strive to make Judaism a real and 
abiding influence, which help the synagogue to become a centre of spiritual 
enlightenment. 


The continuance of the war is to some extent responsible for the delay in 
carrying out some of the schemes which were discussed in pre-war days. The 
war catastrophe bas on the one hand brought to light the existence of a 
number of young communal! workers (some of whom have, alas! given up their 
lives in the country's cause)—workers who make true Jewish consciousness tbe 
inspiration of their lives, who feel the grandeur of their Judaism—noble types 
of Jewish manhood whose lives are full of simcerity and manliness, of 
Jewish feeling and true idealism. Their religious feeling and pride of race 
must leave an inspiriting and abiding influence in those for whose welfare they 
have laboured. The war, too, has inspired the production of some of the suit- 
able literature of which there was and still is so great a dearth, for the booklets 
that come to mind are for the use of either those on active service or the 
bereaved ones at home. Similar booklets ought surely to be provided for those 
who for one reason or another are not at the Froat, as well as for the mothers 
and fathers and children of those who are. For the purpose of children's 
services and services at hospitals there does exist a number of gompilations, 
such as Dr. Gollancz's Children's Service Book for New Year and the Day of 
Atonement and the Prayer Booklet compiled by the Rev. S. Levy; but one on 
the lines of the Soldiers’ Prayer Book, which is so wonderfully comprehensive, 
might be eminently suitable for supplementary services, the introduction 
of which has been attempted in some synagogues with successful 
results. Perhaps it would be even better still 
small prayer books printed, each containing nothing except the prayers 
for the specific occasion. It- would obviate much confusion and turning of 
pages. The Jewish Book gf Comfort for Mourners, which was prepared by the 
Rev. Morris Joseph at the request of the Chief Rabbi, is a beautiful selection of 
inspiring thoughts, which should find its way into every Jewish home so that it 
may be turned to in times of sorrow and suflering; whilst Dr, Hertz's Book of 

Jewish Thoughts for Soldiers and Sailors should be read and re-read by those 
also who for one reason or another are not on active service. There is scope

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too for more Jewish books of interest suitable for Jewish children as well as for 
adults. A book, for instance, explaining some of the misunderstood and mis. 
interpreted aspects of Rabbinic opinion ought to be in the hands of parenis, 
teachers, and children. Why should there not also be in this country as 
there is im New York, a magazine which fosters the Hebrew language 
among children, by furnishing childfen with interestimg stories, tales, 
poems, and current events, with copious attractive illustrations. The 
writer of the “Children of the Ghetto” column eloquently voiced in your 
columns some time ago the need for good Jewish literature for our youth. In 
eulogising the possibilities of the Hebrew Keading Rooms in Whitechape! 
Koad, he wisely suggested that the extension of such reading rooms might have 
a beneficial effect in supplementing and consolidating the work of our Hebrew 
classes. In this connection he wrote: “It isa thousand pities that some good sbu! 
will not undertake the reprinting of those Sabbath Readings that delighted the 
youth of a few generations ago.” Other correspondents have also, from time 
to time, written to your columns emphasising the need for cheap English- Jewish 
literature, If it is too much to hope that by next Rosh Hashana these wants wi!! 
be supplied, let us at any rate hope that as soon as the war is over, if not before, 
the conceritrated efforts of the éConference of Jewish Ministers, the Jewish 
Religious Education Board, the Union of Religion Classes, the Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies, the Society for the Distribution of Jewish Literature 
(which has been established for the specific purpose of undertaking a new series 
of “Tracts for the Times”), as well as other organisations such as the Sinai 
League and some of the provincial educational centres, will help to supply some 
of these wants. If in spite of the war it is possible for the Jewish Religious 
Union to circulate “ Papers for Jewish People,” and for some other person or 
body to have reprinted and freely distributed in a very few weeks several 
pamphlets on Jewish matters, it ought surely to be possible for some of the 
above-mentioned bodies to undertake the publication of some of the much- 
needed booklets or pamphlets referred to—and distribute them freely. 


The solemn season demands of Anglo-Jewry some constructive schemes 
to stop the torrent of religious indifference, to restore such vigour and vitality 
as have been lost, to increase the religious consciousness of the Community and 
renew its strength. There is certainly rooni for a more ardent appreciation of 
the institutions and customs, the ideas and ideals of the faith we profess. If it 
is true that in lands of freedom like England there is a never-ceasing drift from 
Judaism, that English Jews are becoming rapidly and completely assimilated, 
that even those who in their childhood days have learned the ennobling and 
inspiring teachings of our faith, are daily drifting from Jewry and Judaism, and 
allowing their children to grow up in entire ignorance of their duties as Jews, 
that even in the Ghetto, where the ability to resist un-Jewish outside influences 
Ought to be naturally strong, there is a general neglect of Hebrew, of the 
Sabbath, of daily prayer, of the observance of the dictary laws, of religious 
education and religious practices, then the Penitential Days are surely days on 
which the Community should make up its mind to discover some means of 
checking this neglect. 


here are certainly signs of the existence of a reserve of real religious 
fervour in Anglo-Jewry, The crowded synagogues on the New Year bear 
witness to the fact that an appreciable amount of religious consciousness does 
exist even in those who manifest the feeling only on rare occasions. The 
continuous activity of the various literary societies—unavoidably restricted 
though this is to-day—would never be possible unless we possessed men and 
women who were enthusiastic in doing evepything to promote a more abiding 
and a more widespread interest in the rich literature and the soul-stirring 
episodes of our history. There are, too, other organisations of various kinds in 
London and the provinces, the pioneers of which are endeavouring to 
deepen the love of Jewish learning, to help the Hebrew language to 
Spring to a new vigour, to re-awaken the true Jewish spirit. Although 
in the outlying districts of the Metropolis—as well as in-the Ghettos there are 
mothers, fathers, youths and maidens to whom Hebrew and religious education, 
Jewish feeling, and Jewish consciousness have no meaning, although there are 
evils (as there have been from the earliest chapters of our history) which, if 
unchecked, would pave the way for Israel's disintegration and the doom of the 
Jewish people, there is at the same time a fund of Jewish spirituality which, if 


its influence be properly directed, will make for the spiritual well-being of the 
Community. 


The JEWitsH CHRONICLE has suggested, on more than one occasion, that 
unless much of our communal machinery is overhauled in good time, the poten- 
tial influences will run to waste; and it must be admitted that in some directions 
there appears to be much delay in mobilising the forces which may help towards 
an eflective re-construction. There is also a danger that some of the existing 
forces may, without proper guidance, prove harmful rather than beneficial. The 
twentieth birthday of the Zionist movement has just been celebrated, and if 
it is true that Zionism has brought back to the banner of Judaism thousands 
who would otherwise bave strayed farther afield, no one—not even “ Diarist ” 
—will hesitate to say a good word for the movement. [But the false Zionism of 
some of our misguided enthusiasts needs a strong corrective. The true Zionism 
of the prophets must replace the Zionism of those who have little or no interest 
in the Jewish religion. The Zion of our hopes must be a spiritual centre, 
whence spiritual forces will radiate. It must be obtained, too, by spiritual 
forces, “by judgment and righteousness.” Kosh Hashana, which bids us 
once again look forward to the day when all mankind will form a united band 
and be at one with God, naturally appeals for Jewish unity and communal 
solidarity. But Judaism must remain the mainspring of this solidarity. 
Spiritual strength and spiritual effort must be the main forces towards the 
fulfilment of Israel's mission. 


The recurrence of the solemn festivals once again bids us make some con- 
structive efforts for the preservation of Jewish ideas and ideals. It bids us 
form a bond of union with historic Israel by loyal adherefiicé to those obser- 
vances which have preserved us. It bids us create a suitable ground for the 
inspiriting forces to have free play. The seeds of communal progress are surely 
to be found. Rosh Hashana summons the Community to do its utmost 
to provide for these seeds a favourable soil, so that they may produce in the 
year that bas just begun buds and blossoms of righteous hopesand noble aims, 
ripening into the fruit of religious, educational and charitable effort, helping to 


form a garden of Jewish consciousness, fragrant with the perfume of useful 
action and satisfactory endeavour,

ABRAHAMS.—The death has occurred in action of Rilleman Moss 
Abrahams, K.R.R. The following letter from Lieut. K. K. Morrison has been 
received by Mrs. Abrahams, who resides at 30, Abingdon Buildings, Shoreditch. “It 
may be a comfort to you to know that he was a brave man, and met his death 
like an Englishman, and I feel his loss personally ; he was always so cheerful 
and.was very popular with everybody. Had he lived it is quite possible he would 
have been recommended for a medal. 1 was not personally present when he was 


killed, but I buried him, and he is in a soldier's grave at rest, away from all the 
terror of War.” 


FERNER.~-Mrs. Ferner has received letters from 2nd-Lieut. A. G. Relton, 
ofhcer commanding No. 2 Platoon, relative to her son's death in August this 
year. In the course of his first letter 2nd-Lieut. Relton says :—“ | have just 
heard that your son died on the 21st (August) of the wounds he received on the 
14th. I hasten to express our deepest sympathy to you all. His death is a 
heavy blow to me personally. He was the best non-commissioned officer I ever 
had. We have fought side by side, sometimes alone, and I knew his great worth. 
He was brave beyond words, and always bright and cheery. I may say I have 
recommended him for recogsition, but I fear without result. His name wil! 
never be forgotten in this battalion ; every officer and man is fond of him.” In 
his second letter 2nd-Lieut. Relton writes:—"“I am very pleased to inform you 
that your brave son has been awarded tlie Distinguished Conduct Medal for his 
gallant work in action, in which he received his fatal wounds. I hope this news 
may be some little consolation to you in your great sorrow.” 


PEARLMAN.—Widespread regret has been caused in the Jewish Com- 
munity of South Shields and in neighbouring communities by the sad news that 
te. Jack Pearlmas, second son of Mr. joseph Pearlman, 2, Salisbury Place, South 
Shields, bas been killed in action in East Africa. Before he joined the army 
Jack Pearlman was a successful business man. He rendered useful service to the 
South Shields Synagogue and all communal institutions. As Honorary Secretary 
of the New Synagogue Building Fund since its inception he worked untiringly up 
to the day of his enlistment in the cause of that fund, and it appears that even 
while facing death on the field of battle under a tropical sun he thought of the house 
of worship which his brethren in his native town were endeavouring to erect, for in 
his will he has bequeathed to the fund a substantial legacy. But, apart from his 
“ommunal activity and his sense of duty to his people, Jack Pearlman was a most 
Popular and promising young man. His many excellent qualities of heart and 
mind gained him a vast number of friends, both among Jews and non-Jews, in the 
North-East of England. His spirit of adventure and enterprise induced him to 
volunteer for the East African campaign soon after his enlistment, and as one of 
the Pioneers of the Royal Engineers attached to that contingent he did excellent 
work there, He had only just left hospital, where he had been recovering from 
a breakdown in health, caused by the rigours of the climate, when he rejoined his 
comrades in the firing-line, and was killed in action on August 19th. Deep 
sympathy is felt for Mr. Joseph Pearlman, who has lost a dutiful, devoted, and 

ectionate son, and for the many relatives and friends, to whom the loss of the 


fallen soldier has proved a hard blow and grievous bereavement :—From Rabbi

formed before our eyes. The war has given new terms to language that 
stand for new ideas. Some of them have a symbolic relation to life, and 
it is this symbolic relation that suggest thougbts for the New 
Year testival. Une of these terms is preparedness.” We are 
constantly lamenting the fact that we were not prepared for 
war; we allowed it to take us unawares. There were many signs 
and portents of the inevitable conflict for those who coud see them; 
he who ran might read; but the majority were blind. We are suflering still 
from the effects of unpreparedness. But’ preparedness” is a great word 
applied to tne realin of peace. Apart from the issues of war, life is con 
stantly demanding of us that we shall be prepared for that which is con 
fronting us. When Joshua took up the leadership of Israel at the death of 
his master, Moses, be sent word through the ranks of Israel, saying, “ Pre 
Pare yourselves with provisions, for alter only three days more shall ye 
cross the Jordan to enter tato posse’sion of the land which (cod has given 
you.” The reader of Proverbs ts admonished "Go to the ant, thou 
luggard, consider her ways and be wise; which having .uo overseer, ruler, 


or governor, yet layeth up her food in the summer and prepareth her pro 


visions in the harvest."’ Is not all education in our schools a form of pre 

paredness for life Is not life itself a school in which man Is equipped to 

fulfil his great destiny? ut in connection with Kosh Hasbana we ma

think of preparedness in its religious implication. Kosh Hashana and the 
days that follow are in the nature of a spiritual preparation for Yom Kippur. 
Although one of its names is Yom Hazikoran, the day of remembrance, the 


day on which we cast our view back upon the past, tt is only that we may the 


more wisely prepare tor the obligations of the future. 


' Preparedness "’ is 
essentially a religious word. It bids u: 


not only think of the flee ling « hange 
of to-day, but to direct oug glance on the more permanent achievements of 
to-morrow. As when Moses announced to the Israelites: “Go sanctify the 
people to-day. ‘lo - morrow let them wash their garments and be ready 
against the third day, for on that day the Lord will appear on Mount 
Sinai.””. The bible, all religious literature, is full of this idea of

Said the prophet Isaiah to King Hezekiah, “ Set thy house in order for 
thou must dik a message not only to the king of antiquity, but for all of 
us. One of the rabbis taught: ~ This world is but a vestibule, the world to 
come a palace. Prepare,thyself in the vestibule that thou fittingly enter the 
palace. * Said another Jewish sage, urging us to be spiritually prepared, 
“ Repent one day betore thy death. But inasmuch as thou canst never 


know when that day will dawn, begin thy repentance now.’ And 
connected with the idea of “preparedness” is another great term 
of which we have been constantly hearing— mobilisation.” If prepared: 
ness is war's first stage, this is its second. And itis a term 


which we can transfer from its martial use to a worthier application in the 
orderly concerns of like. It has a special significance for the New Year, 
which marks the movement of time trom a previous to a subsequent phase. 
Mobilisation is not mere chance movement, but motion to a definite end ; 


| the transfer of a group of men where its service may be made valuable, 


In this sense mobilisation may be synonymous with progress. 


Not any 
kind of motion marks advance. 


The tramp is ever on the move, and for 
that reason achieves naught. In this respect the Jew has advanced in 
spite of his forced wanderings. Lut in the orderly, directed sense, to 
reach a better end, motion is life, stillness is death. The sage Hillel uttered 
an important warning: “ Who does not advance, retrogrades.”’ To stand 
still is to fall back. So one of the lessons which the New Year teaches us 
is not to vegetate, not to permit ourselves to drift inte a rut of inertia. 
Bid the children of Israel journey forward," it seems to say tous. “ Bid 
the human race journey forward," says life. Religion stands for 
certain fundamentals that never change; their changelessness is their 
virtue; they are the eternal verities. But the form and association 
in which they express themselves and their application must always 


change the more truly to voice the need of the age. God 
alone changes noi, for, as the perfect Being. He is not susceptible 
to improvement. “He is the rock, His work is perfect.” But 


religion must be abreast of the changing age, or it cannot influence the 
age. It must be in the van if the people are to turn to it for guidance. It 
must never be content with the timid policy of allowing other institutions 
to pioneer the way, and to follow lagging after them. Was not that 
religion's cardinal error in this very war? Had it been resolute, unflinch- 
ing, determined, in its attitude towards aggression, the tragic conflict 
might never have been lavnched. It was not ready to condemn at the 
psychological moment. It temporised, and hesitating—lost. Then all was 
lost, and the nations turued to war; to worship the false god, Mars. What 
a terrible opportunity missed! What hundreds of opportunities in the 
past has not religion, by identifying itself with the military ambitions of 
States, missed! What a retrogression was there! If the Churches had 
risen to the realisation of their prime obligation they could havé made a 
programme of the teachings of Isaiah, presented it as a categorical fiat, and 
commanded the nations from their pulpits to “turn their swords into 
ploughsharés and their spears into pruning hooks,” to transform their 
cruisers igto merchant marine, and to teach the new generations war no 
more. Another military term susceptible of homiletic application is

as distinct from the soldier. Not a new term this, but a very old one. In 
contradistinction to the conscript, who has no choice when the summons 
comes, there has been in this and some other countries a voluntary body 
of fighters who readily came to their country’s assistance from all!walks 
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of life, many of the citizens of distant colonies who left their prosperous 
homes to come and defend the mother-country against her foes. Although 
we abhor the purpose, we cannot but admire the spirit of voluntary sacrifice. 
Such is life. The bad and good rarely come unmixed. “There is a soul of 
good in all things evil."’ Nor let us forget that more appealing group of volun- 
teers, the Ked Cross contingent, largely made up of the gentler sex. No matter 
what country it be, whether the land whose cause they espouse or the land 
whose cause they condemn, noble women have come forward totake their 
places near the battlefields, to bind up the wounded alike of friend or foe, to 
nurse them back to health, to cheer and to comfortthem. Let us be thankful 
that from the savagery of warfare there is this redeeming touch. Alter 
everything is done'to tear human beings to pieces, the wreckage is gathered 
up and tenderly nurtured, and.the skill of science and the patience of 
womanly devotion are brought to bear to make the sufferer whole again. 
“Volunteer” is a great word, not unworthy of association with the New 
Year. It summons us to take up the good fight against evil, the bloodless 
conflict against the temptations that beset us. Religion calls for willing 
sacrifice. ‘ Let everyone whose heart is willing bring his offering to the 
sanctuary.” Life calls for willing sacrifice. The scriptural reading for 
Rosh Hashana is the story of Abraham, willing and ready to sacrifice his 
son at what he thought was the will of God. In a tragically literal sense, 
many parents during the last three years have offered their sons as sacrifice 
on the altar of their country. Nay, the sons offered themselves. A noble 
spirit, indeed! Would that it had been directed to a nobler cause than 
war! But given the spirit, and a true cause will ultimately be discerned. 
Abraham was a volunteer to sacrifice his son to an idea of worship that 
was erroneous. But willingness brought him a revelation of the truth, of 
the kind of offering that the merciful God will alone accept from his 
children. We must learn to extract the willingness, the spirit of sacrifice, 
the loyalty and the courage that have been demonstrated in the cause ol 
war's destruction, and to direct them to worthier aims. That must be the 
work we should all take up for the better education of the human race. A 
fine mission. indeed, with which to begin the New Year. Judaism is issuing 
its call for “ volunteers.”

September 12th.—To-day, Sir, may | change the note which an 
intense conviction of urgent public policy in the cause of Anglo-Jewish 
ideals has compelled me to sound in this Log-book; and may I join, not 
issue, but hands in the greetings of the season? “A good New Year"’ is 
the old Hebrew greeting, and I prefer this wish to the vernacular ~ happy 
New Year.” Happiness is passive, if it happen to us. Goodness is active; 
we may achieveit. It is the epithet which the writer of Genests used with 
grave moral effect of the Creator's judgment on the successive stages of his 
work: “ And God saw that it was good.” Day.by day He was active in 
creation. Day by day He measured time by the sun. Day by day 
He pronounced His work good. There is thus immemorial authority 
for keeping solar anniversaries. “The course of Nature is the art of 
God.” If this poetic perception is true, there is surely a deep significance 
and a high artistic value in the use of natural measures. Days and years are 
natural measures—-God's art; pints and yards are artificial—man's nature. 
Happy we, if at each solar period, whether measured by the day or by the 
year, we can look on the work of our hands and see that it is good. 

It is not as simple as it sounds. . Nature is bigger than man, and God's 
art than man’s artifices. If we keep the anniversaries of the planets we 
must learn to acquire starry virtues, and to judge by higher than common 
standards: 

From the intense, clear, star-sown vault of heaven, 
Over the lit sea’s unquiet way, 

In the rustling night-air came the answer— 
“Would thou be as these are’? Live as they.” 


We have to adjust our thoughts to the boundaries of the firmament, and 
to enlarge our sight to the range of the Creator of the universe. Surely 
this is the only true meaning of the at-onement with God, which we shall 
seek with prayer and fasting,in a few days’ time. So the old wish, “A 
good New Year,” is the right wish for trustees of the morallaw. The 
passive being of happiness may be withheld; the active living for goodness 
is at will. In these sore times of man-made troubles may the work of our 
hands be good and so help to build up day by day the “ good New Year" 
of the increasing purpose of the Creator. 

A good New Year, Sir, to you, and hearty thanks for your hospitality 
in this column.

“HOME OF REST” AT RAMSGATE, 


In a codicil to the will of Mr. Lazarus Hart, of 18, Albion Place, Ramsgate, 
who died lately, the testator devises to the Mayor and Aldermen of the Borough 
of Ramsgate for the time being, land belonging to him situate in Thanet Koad, 


and containing one acre or thereabouts, free of duty. He bequeaths to the said 
Mayor and Aldermen £10,000 free of duty, the devise and bequest being for the 
Purpose of erecting on the said piece of land, or some part thereof, ten houses, to 
be known as “ Havens of Rest,” for ten persons of either sex and of any age, five 
belonging to the Jewish faith and five who are not Jews.

The Position in Palestine.

Presumably in deference to the protests we have made against the policy 
of reticence as to the Palestine front, a communication was issued yesterday. 
The Secretary of the War Office announces that there has been no change. 
Well, that is breaking the silence, if breaking it very gently. It is to be 
expected that the authorities will gradually accustom their organs, atrophied 
perhaps by long lack of exercise, to speech, and that at some aot too distant 
date they will really tell us something about what is being done by and 
happening to a British army engaged, on the most famous ground in history, 
upon one of the most fascinating and not the least important of campaigns. 
The nation will be satisfied with nothing less than a regular and authentic 
service of news from the Palestine as from the other theatres of war, and it is 
determined to have it. The sooner the War Office grasps that fact and 
governs its conduct accordingly the better for the War Office. 


Jewish ** Death” Battalions in Russia,

_ The senior Jewish students at the Tashkent Military School, Without awaiting 
their commissions, formed a Battalion of “ Death,” and proceeded to the front to 
serve as an example to the Leninite deserters and the gang of the old police and 
gendarmes drafted into the army, who abandon their positions at the firing of 
the first shots.

—OFr THE= LATEST DECISION. 
The Secretary of the War Office bas issued the following siatement ;—

The CHAIRMAN, in opening tle meeting, pointed out that most if not all the 
congregations and societies represented there were composed largely of the foreign 
born element, and it was their bounden duty to assist those affected by the Act so 
as to ensure their cases being considered properly by the Tribunals hey in 
Liverpool bad been late in taking this action, but they could well follow the 
example of Leeds and other towns. It was their duty to assist in carrying out 
the law of the land, and at the same time see toit that their brethren received 
that measure of fair-play and justice which they were entitled to at the bands of 
their fellow-citizens in this matter. 

The meeting expressed its strong protest against the appointment of Mr 
A. M. Jackson and Mr. Gabrielsen on the Special Tribunal. The majority of the 
speakers pomted out that without impugning in the least the public spirit of the 
two gentlemen, or their suitability as officers of Anglo-Jewish synagogues or 
philanthropic institutions, they were entirely unfitted to act in the capatity for 
which they bad now been chosen, by reason of the fact that neither of them was 
acquainted with the conditions prevailing among Russian subjects in the area of 
the city; that neither of them spoke or understood Russian or Yiddish ; and that 
their communal experience and activity bad been confiaed almost entirely to the 
English section of the Community. The representatives of the Labour Unions 
urged thata man who knew the conditions of the Jewish working man shcu d 
have a seat on the Tribunal. Ic might be said that the gentlemen who. bad been 
appomted had had some experience of the Jewish working man by reason of their 
activities on the Jewish Board of Guardians, but it was well-known that the self- 
respecting Jewish worker kept away from the Boardin aay circumstances. Gentle- 
men of the type who bad been appointed here were simply quite ignorant of the 
conditions of life of the foreign Jews, and did not even understand thew 
psychology and attitude of mind. 

In reply to.a question, the Chairman said he did not know how the appouat- 
ments had: been made and who bad been consulted in the matter. It would 
appear that the seleciion bad been confined toa single seciion of the Community, 
namely, the Prence's Road Congregation, who were least in touch with the wishes 
and requirements of the foreign-born section; which was by far the larger and 
more aumerous section of the Community. 

Ultimately it was resolved that a deputation, consisting of Dr. Fox and 
Messrs. H. Sol Myers and A. Blumberg, should wait upon Messrs. Jackson and 
Gabrielsen and urge them to retire from their appointments io favour of others 
possessing the confidence of the foreign-born community. Should they refuse to 
reuure, it was-decided to make representations in the proper quarters, giving the 
views of the conference aad pressing for the cancellation of the appointments. 

It was unanimously decided to establish an Advisory Committee on the 
lines of the Leeds Jewish Representative Council. The following were elected 
oficers: Dr. J. S. Fox, President; Messrs. J: Shock and Moss Greenberg, V ice- 
Presidents; S. Cooklin, Treasurer, Joshua Cohen, Hon. Secretary. and an 
Executive Commuitee of seven. 

Various names were proposed for submission.to the authorities as suitable for 
Special Committee of the Tribunal, aod the maiter was lelt to 
the Gnal consideration of the Executive Committee. 


LEEDS.

DISTURBANCES AT EUSTON STATION. 


At the Clerkenwell Police Court, James Gray, seventeen, a porter, and George 
Houghton, fourteen, milk carrier, were Charged with using-insulliog words. Gray was’ 
charged with assaulting Saul Hyman by striking him on the head with a piece of iron, 
and both with assaulting Agnie Cohen by throwing her to the ground and striking her on 
the face at Huston Road. According to Police Consta>ie Kelland, 418 V, and a detective, 
a number of. jews had been to see a party of Russians off by train at Euston. As the 
friends were-leaving the station a hostile crowd: of youths hooted and hooed, and the 
prisoners set upon the prosecutor and his young lady, briogimg them to the ground. The 
accused were arrested by the officers. Mr. Mead, the magistrate, said that there was 
too much of this ruffianism going on. Pople going about theic legitimate business 
were not tovbe attacked in this way. If they bad done wrong there would not be any 
excuse for taking the law into one’s own hand. It almost amounted tolynch law. and 
could not bepassed over. Gray would go to prison for fourteen days in the second 
division, and Houghton to a place of detention for ten days. Euston Station itself was 
the scene of riotous demonstrations on the occasions of the departure of young Russians 
for their native country. Several among them sang the.“ Red Fiag" and shouted 
* Dowa withthe King,” “ Dowa with Engiand,” and “Down with the War.” [no connec- 
tion with these incidents, it should be borne in mind that the emigrants are not 
exclusively Jews, though several newspapers in describing the scenes speeifically 
mentioned the demonstrators as such.

THE JEWISH SOLDIER. 
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EXPERIENCES OF AN O.C. 

I have been an ()fiiciating Clergyman to the Jewish troops now for some si» 
months, and have regularly visited some twenty camps scattered throughout six 
counties at least once, and sometimes twice and three times a week. I have come 
9 contact with hundreds, the number may possibly run into thousands, of our 
lads inkhaki. What effect has the war in general, and their military training in 
particular, had upon their character and outlook on life’ It is a question that I 
am constantly asking myself. A war which has so completely traasformed the 
face of the world and altered the very meanings of words, wil! naturally have 
shaken many a time-honoured conviction and overthrown many a hoary supersti- 
tiom. In tramsvaluating so many olf our traditional values, what changes has it 
wrought especially in our religious attitudes and theological views’ In my peregrin- 
ations among the camps and elsewhere I have come into touch with hundreds 
of fellows who have spent many months already at the front, and had ample— 
more than ample—experience of the grim realities of war. In speaking to them 
of their attitude towards religion, I am surprised to find how little it has been 
afiected by the supposed revolutionary influence of this world-shaking conflict. 
As an old pupil of mine wrote to me from the trenches—but a few months before 
he had been training for a teacher—" Because formerly I used to sleep on a bed 
of down, and now have to be content with a bare plank or a bundle of soaked 
straw, shall l, when released from military service, always be satisfied with such 
accommodation? Surely I will return to my bed of down and my old course of 
life, as soon as I get a chance, And so, when peace is declared and we al! resume 
the thread of our former callings and pursuits, we shal! al] siak back into our old 
modes of life and habits of thought.” This, I think, expresses a correct estimate 
of what our religious and moral conditions will be after the war. With a few 
exceptions, of course, the vast masses wil! return to their homes, animated with 
practically just the same feelings towards the synagogue and the observances of 
religion as they had before. The orthodox wil! remain orthodox and resume the 
practice of Judaism as in their civilian days. The more emotional will hie them 
to Berkeley Street or Hill Street to seek there the particular brand of religious 
service that will satisfy their spiritual needs. It is extremely doubtful if there 
will be a shifting of numbers either to the one wing or the other. The orthodox 
and reform will stick to their old labels; and the don't-Karaites will remain “as 
they were.” And yet while I seriously believe that the old party system will 
continue to all intents and purposes unchanged, it would be absurd to say that 
there will not be a deepening of the religious spirit and a higher and purer con- 
ception of communal duty. The iron discipline to which they have been subjected 
and the fiery ordeal through which they have passed will necessarily have its abid- 
ing effect on our young men—the to-morrows of our social order, the ensign- 
bearers of our communal future. It will cure them, to a large extent, of the 
irresponsibility which sits $0 cheerfully on our otiose youth; it will kill their 
faculty, which breaks out now and again, for vacuous horseplay ; it will school 
them to graver habits of thought, to more serious views of life. And having 

trained them to think of self as the unit of a company, and taught them thesupreme 


_importance of comradeship in action, having given them occasions to suffer and 
and a deepened | 


dare together, it will imbue them with a finer csprit de corps 
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sense of community. Without question, too, it will purify their public spirit and 
elevate their ideals. It will do not a little to sweep away the volume of brag and 
bounce, of puff and push, of strut and swagger, of [astidious pride and domineer 
ing bumptiousness that was the despair of the pre-war days. In this sense, no 
doubt, it will change the religious aspect of the future; but it is unlikely that it 
will cause a regrouping of our communal system or an important modification of 
our communal shibboleths. 

W hat effect bas the military training had on the manners of our young men > 
All the officiating clergymen with whom I have discussed the matter are agreed 
that nothing delights them so much as the admirable decorum that prevail 
at their services No eflort is required to maintain order, whetber officer be 
present or not. for the spirit of order is there already, implanted in their souls 
The spirit of reverence and devoutness, too, is very noticeable. All tak 
part in the services, say the responses, sing the oid traditional tunes when they 
know them, and generally seem to enjoy then Coming mostly from orthodo» 
surroundings, my experience has been that they rather resent the services being 
read in Enylish and greatly prefer their being rendered in Hebrew , because, as 
one lad said to me once, “ \We hear quite enougli English at any time; what we 
want is to hear the language we were accustomed to say Our prayers in at the old 
fireside.” Whatever reminds them of their homes is sure to touch their tenderest 
chords. In another respect an o!d campaigner like myseii—for I used to visit the 
camps long before I was appointed officiating clergyman—cannot help being 
struck bya very distinct change that has come over their attitude towards military 
service. Whereas in pre-compuision days there was a spirit of suppressed 
eagerness and enthusiasm shining in their eyes, as though they were conscious o! 
the call of a high appeal, this spirit is no more present among them. An invoca 
tion to their sense of sacrifice leaves them cold. As one man said to me, “thi: 
soldiering is no Yiddishe Masse Uniattan.” He was speaking of course for bim 
self in his resentment at the restraints and hardships of military life, but he was 
undoubtedly voicing the opinion of many others in his hatred of compulsion 
I am speaking mostly of privates and non-coms, for the simple reason that I but 
rarely come in contact with officers. Not that there are no Jewish officers quartered 
in the camps that I visit, but that with but few exceptions they are conspicuous for 
their anxiety not to be recognised as Jews, or at least not to be identified 
with their religious practices. Although, as I have said, I have met positively 
thousands of Jewish lads in the courseof my camp ministrations, I only remember 
one Jewish Officer attending them, and he, oddly enough, was not born a Jew. 
Alas' he has made the supreme sacrifice. The child of a Scotch father anda 
lady of Jewish blood, though not of Jewish faith, he was early drawn to the 
studyofthe Bible by the romance of his mother's associations. Deeply stirred 
by the story of Israel's martyrdom for a great idea, he feit the call of his Jewish 
blood urging him to identify himself with the Jewish cause. At an early age be 
voluntarily paid the blood-tax to become a member of the Jewish communion, 
and though in appearance he was of the characteristic Anglo-Saxon type, tall, 
slim and blonde, there was not a keener or more ardent Jew in the whole British 
Army than he. No officer looked more anxiously after the religious and, for 
that matter, the material welfare of the Jewish soldiers inhisareathanhe. “He's 
a gentleman,” or “ he's a toft,” was the description the Jewish lads gave ol-him, 
according to their way of speaking. 

In such a vast organisation as the British Army, composed, as it is of such 
varied and multi-coloured elements, it is only to be expected that many curious 
specimens are to be found there. In one of my camps I came across a Russian 
Jew who had had a most weird and thrilling career. Living in Palestine at the 


time of the outbreak of the war, he fled to Alexandria when Turkey joined 
the. Central Powers. He was. one of the Mfhirst recruits enlisted 
in the Zion Mule Corps, with whom he played a man’s part ip 
several engagements near El! Arish. When the Zion Mule Corps 
was disbanded he was drafted to an English regiment and sent 


to Salonika. The transport was torpedoed by a submarine, and he floated 
for many hours in the waves before he was picked up by a British cruiser and 
brought to England. Here he was transferred toa R.F.A. regiment, and being 
an expert tailor was promptly sent to the regimental tailor’s shop. Here 1 found 
him with crossed legs, plying bis needle. He cannot speak a word of English, 
his only language being Yiddish. Fortunately h: has a Jewish chum associated 
with him who speaks I-nglisb and Yiddish perfectly. Small, spare, clean-shaven, 
and grey, he goes through his work without murmur or complaint, a veritable 
monument of placid resignation. But he is not the only member of the dis- 
banded Mule Corps who is now in training in England. I am told that there 
are a good many of them scattered throughout the country. On one of my visits 
to another camp I came upon a soldier, who must, 1 am sure, be an absolutely 
unique specimen in the British Army. Panoplied cap a pied in khaki, be yet 
Continued on pa: ée 30.

THE JEWISH SOLDIER. 


EXPERIENCES OF AN O.C. 

1 have been an (Officiating Clergyman to the Jewish troops now for some si) 
months, and have regularly visited some twenty camps scattered throughout six 
counties at least once, and sometimes. twice and three times a week. I have come 
in contact with hundreds, the number may possibly run into thousands, of our 
lads inkhaki. What effect has the war in general, and their military training in 
particular, had upon their character and outlook on life’? It is a question that I 
am constantly asking myself. A war which has so completely traasformed the 
face of the world and altered the very meanings of words, wil! naturally have 
shaken many a time-honoured conviction and overthrown many a hoary supersti- 
tion, In transvaluating so many of our traditional values, what changes has it 
wrought especially in our religious attitudes and theological views’ In my peregrin- 
ations among the camps and elsewhere I have come into touch with hundreds 
of fellows who have spent many months already at the front, and had ample— 
more than ample—experience of the grim realities of war. In speaking to them 
of their attitude towards religion, I am surprised to ‘find how little it bas been 
afiected by the supposed revolutionary influence of this world-shakiny conflict. 
As an old pupil of mine wrote to me from the trenches—but a few months before 
he had been training for a teacher—* Because formerly I used to sleep on a bed 
of down, and now have to be content with a bare plank or a bundle of soaked 
straw, shall 1, when released from military service, always be satisfied with such 
accommodation’? Surely I will return to my bed of down and my old course of 
life, as scon as I get achance. And so, when peace is declared and we al! resume 
the thread of our former callings and pursuits, we shal! all sink back into our old 
modes of life and habits of thought.” This, I think, expresses a correct estimate 
of what our religious and moral conditions will be after the war. With a few 
exceptions, of course, the vast masses wii! reiurn to their homes, animated with 
practically just the same feelings towards the synagogue and the observances of 
religion as they had before. The orthodox will remain orthodox and resume the 
practice of Judaism as in their civilian days. The more emotional will bie them 
to Berkeley Street or Hill Street to seek there the particular brand of religious 
service that will satisfy their spiritual needs. It is extremely doubtful if there 
will be a shifting of numbers either to the one wing or the other. The orthodox 
and reform will stick to their old labels; and the don’t-Karaites will remain “as 
they were.” And yet while I seriously believe that the old party system will 
continue to all intents and purposes unchanged, it would be absurd to say that 
there will not be a deepening of the religious spirit and a higher and purer con- 
ception of communal duty. The iron discipline to which they have been subjected 
and the fiery ordeal through which they have passed will necessarily bave its abid- 
ing effect on our young men—the to-morrows of our social order, the ensign- 
bearers of our communal future. It will cure them, to a large extent, of the 
irresponsibility which sits s0 cheerfully on our otiose youth; it will kill their 

faculty, which breaks out now and again, for vacuous horseplay ; it will school 
them to graver habits of thought, to more serious views of life. And having 
trained them to think of self as the unit of a company, and taught them tbhesupreme 
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sense of community. Without question, too, it will purify their public spirit and 
elevate their ideals. It will do not a little to sweep away the volume of brag and 
bounce, of puff and push, of strut and swagger, of fastidious pride and domineer 
ing bumptiousness that was the despair of the pre-war days. In this sense, no 
doubt, it will change the religious aspect of the future; but it is unlikely that it 
will cause a regrouping of our communal system or an important modification of 
our communal shibboieths. 

W hat effect has the military training bad on the manners of our young men 
All the officiating clergymen with whom I have discussed the matter are agreed 
that nothing delights them so much as the admirable decorum that prevail: 
at their services No eflort is required to maintain order, whether officer be 
present or not. for the spirit of order is there already, imp/anted in their souls 
The spirit of reverence and devoutness, too, is very noticeable. All tak 
part in the services, say the responses, sing the old traditional tunes when they 
know them, and generally seem to enjoy them. Coming mostly from orthodo» 
surroundings, my experience bas been that they rather resent the services being 
read in Enylish and greatly prefer their being rendered in Hebrew , because, as 
one lad said to me once, “ \Ve hear quite enough English at any time; what we 
want is to hear the language we were accustomed to say our prayers in at the old 
fireside.” Whatever reminds them of their homes is sure to touch their tenderest 
chords. In another respect an o!d campaigner like myselfi—for I used to visit the 
camps long before I was appointed officiating clergyman—cannot help being 
struck bya very distinct change that has come over their attitude towards military 
service, Whereas in pre-compuision days there was a spirit of suppressed 
eagerness and enthusiasm shining in their eyes, as though they were conscious of 
the call of a high appeal, this spirit is no more present among them. An invoca 
tion to their sense of sacrifice leaves them cold. As one man said to me, “this 
soldiering is no Yiddishe Masse Umattan.” He was speaking of course for him. 
self in his resentment at the restraints and hardships of military life, but he was 
undoubtedly voicing the opinion of many others in his hatred of compulsion. 
I am speaking mostly of privates and non-coms, for the simple reason that I but 
rarely come in contact with officers. Not that there are no Jewish officers quartered 
in the camps that I visit, but that with but few exceptions they are conspicuous for 
their anxiety not to be recognised as Jews, or at least not to be identified 
with their religious practices. Although, as 1 have said, I have met positively 
thousands of Jewish lads in the course of my camp minisirations, I only remember 
one Jewish officer attending them, and he, oddly enough, was not born a Jew. 
Alas! he has made the supreme sacrifice. The child of a Scotch father anda 
lady of Jewish blood, though not of Jewish faith, he was early drawn to the 
studyof{the Bible by the romance of his mother's associations. Deeply stirred 
by the story of Israel's martyrdom for a great idea, he felt the call of his Jewish 
blood urging him to identify himself with the Jewish cause. At an early age be 
voluntarily paid the blood-tax to become a member of the Jewish communion, 
and though in appearance he was of the characteristic Anglo-Saxon type, tal), 
slim and blonde, there was not a keener or more ardent Jew in the whole British 
Army than he. No officer looked more anxiously after the religious and, for 
that matter, the material welfare of the Jewish soldiers inhisareathanhe. “He's 
a gentleman,” or “ he's a toff,” was the description the Jewish lads gave of bim, 
according to their way of speaking. 

In such a-vast organisation as the British Army, composed, as it is of such 
varied and multi-coloured elements, it is only to be expected that many curious 
specimens are to be found there. In one of my camps ! came across a Russian 
lew who had had a most weird and thrilling career. Living in Palestine at the 
time of the outbreak of the war, he fled to Alexandria when Turkey joined 
the Central Powers. He was one of the “first recruits. enlisted 
in the Zion Mule Corps, with whom he played a mans part in 
several engagements near E! Arish. When the Zion Mule Corps 
was disbanded he was drafted to an English regiment and sent 
to Salonika. The transport was torpedoed by a submarine, and he floated 
for many hours in the waves before he was picked up by a British cruiser and 
brought to England. Here he was transferred toa R.F.A. regiment, and being 
an expert tailor was promptly sent to the regimental tailor's shop. Here 1 found 
him with crossed legs, plying bis needle. He cannot speak a word of English, 
his only language being Yiddish. Fortunately h2 has a Jewish chum associated 
with him who speaks I-nglish and Yiddish perfectly. Small, spare, clean-shaven, 
and grey, he goes through his work without murmur or complaint, a veritable 
monument of placid resignation. But he is not the only member of the dis- 
banded Mule Corps who is now in training in England. I am told that there 
are a good many of them scattered throughout the country. On one of my visits 
to another camp I came upon a soldier, who must, I am sure, be an absolutely 
unique specimen in the British Army. Panodplied capa picd in khaki, be yet

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wore a long dark beard, flowing down to his breast ¢@ 4a Dr. Herz!. Ina force 
like the British Army, where the razor is surely mightier than the sword, be must 
be absolutely the only bearded soldier. Like the other quaint specimen, he, too, 
was a Russian who had found his way to Egypt from Palestine, and from the 
Zion Mile Corps to the Army Service Corps in England. Bat unlike his former 
comrade, bis mother-tongve is Russian. Hebrew, too, is ‘fluent in bis mouth, 
and as Yiddish is almost unintelligibie to him we conversed in Hebrew. He, 
too, has been allotted a chum, who is his guide, interpreter, and friend, a Mus- 
covite who can speak Russian and English with equal facility. 

From my conversations with C.O.'s and Adjutants, | am justified in gathering 
that the Jewish soldier, on the whole, is recognised as keen and zealous and easily 
amenable to discipline. The conscript is naturally less ardent than the volunteer 
nevertheless the Jewish conscript takes his position philosophically and makes a 
virtue of a necessity. There were conscientious objectors of course in our 
denomination, asin other denominations; yet I heard of singularly few of such 
cases, and only of one who gave trouble. Respecting the men in whose hands 
their destinies and careers have been placed, I can speak now from a somewhat 
wide and deep experience. In the course of my visits 1 have bad to call on 
scores of C.O.'s, Adjutants, and Sergeant-Majors (who sometimes wield more 
real authority than the commissioned o%icers), and in no case have I yet 
encountered one who by an exercise of linguistic licence might be described as 
harsh or unsympathetic. One and all seem to realise that the lads placed under 
their command have at a critical time im their lives to submit to a hard and 
strenuous training to prepare them for a still barder and more fateful ordeal. 
Every means therefore that may lighten their hardships, smooth the rough, 
raw edpges of their training and toughen their will-power for the ordeal they will 
have to face. is welcomed by the officers as the best of their aides-de-camp and 
helpers Among these aids and assistant trainers the officiating clergyman is 
secognised by the military authorities as not the least. 


THE JEWISH REFUGEES AT ALEXANDRIA. 


Tt is now nearly three years since the outbreak of war between the Allies 
acd Turkey caused a large migration of Palestinian Jews to Egypt. Since the 
days of our Patriarchs Egypt bas been the chosen and of refuge at timesof 
trouble im the neighbouring country, and when the Turks gave their foreign 
subjects the choice between Ottomanisation and exile, some 8,000 to 10,000 
chose the latter alternative. For the most part they were from the towns, the 
colonists on tbe Jand, baving a more fixed stake in the country, accepted the 
compulsory citizenship. The exiles were carried to Egypt on the U.S.A. 
steamers “ Tennessee” and ‘“‘des Moines,” which were then in Mediterranean 
waters, and for some months were devoted to the work of rescue. The bulk 
of them have remained at Alexandria, where they originally landed, but a 
considerable number made their way to, and have found a livelibood in, Cairo 
and Port Said. 

The English authorities in Egypt instituted a special department of ibe 
Governorate of Alexandria to look after the refagees Welfare. They were 
particularly bappy in the choice of the administrator, Mr. W. C. Hornblower, 
who hes preved himse!i a firm but sympathetic head. The exiles were foriu- 
nate. too, in baving with them several of their leaders who knew their ways, 
the r strengths and their weaknesses, and, under the direction of the Adminis- 
trator, have contrived tc turn what threatened to be a disaster into what is 
almost a@bilessing. Miss Landau and Miss Berhn, the Teachers and friends of 
ihe women and children, Dr. Abouchedid and Dr. Wariz, the healers of the sick, 
Mr. Levontin and Mr. Gluskin, the dispensers of help and advice, are among 
ihose who have deseryed well of the Jewisb people by their devotion to the 
homeless 

When the refugees arrived ct Alexandria in their masses they were 
crowded together in any free buildengs available at the Quarantine Station and 
she large Granary or Sbuna, near the Port, at the old Government Building 
mn the middle of the town, and ata large School in a place designed for the 
«,-Khedive's railway station by Wardian on the West side of ihe city. 
Gradually the sifting process bas reduced the encafnpments to two, at Wardian 
and the Shena, which accommodate respectively abont 1,500 and 1,000 
<ouls. Of the rest, some hundreds have voyaged to America ard to Europe, 
and something like 2 000 are living im the city, having come in either 
voluntarily when they found an independent livelihood, or being sent away by 
ive Administrator as no longer requiring or deserving maintenance, The first 
large body to go out was composed of the young men of military age who, to 
‘the ramber of 500, offered themselves to the British authorities*early in 1915, 
and vere formed into the Zion Mule Transport Corps, which went to Gallipali. 
The.r ach evemen's on the Peninsula have been chronicled by Col. Patterson, 
their commander, in bis book, “ With the Zionists in Gallipoli.” The Jewish 
cemetery at Alexandra bas a simple monument to those of them who died in 
Lospital. the bodies of many more lic buried on the shores of ‘the Peninsula. 
It is a pity that the corps could not bave been kept togetber after the evacua- 
tion of Gallipoli, to tabe ite part in the British march into Palestine. But 
there were.'ifficely. s in the way, and the War Office decided that the more 
eager spirits among them should be drafted. into London Regiments, and they 
have been sent to England to do their training. 

, The main body of the refugees have also done a vast-~amount of war work, 
though of another kind, Yor time those in the encampmetits were debarred 
‘from working lest thev should compete with the native Jabour market. But when, 
dering the Gallipoli campaign, the need for large works arose in connection 
with the increase of bospita!s and convalescent homes, and ihe supply of cloth- 
ing for the treops, both men and women were called on to belp. | Artisans are 
rare araong the Evyptians, and the industrial class among the women is smal). 
The men built buts and halls, and did a very large amount of carpentry and 
eabinet werk for the Red Cross | the women sewed shirts by the thousand, and 
‘boys by theten thousand, Jn 1915 alone they turned cut neatly 200,000 bags, 
and (hey are now executing regular monthly orders cf clothing for the military 
authorities. A workroom has been estab’'s>*c at each encampment, at -which 
every able-bodied woman does her day s work; there is a earpentry shop for 
the older boys who bave fisished their schooling, anda large factory has been 
established in the town fox the workmen who have left the refages. Only the 
children at school.and the old men and women unfit for work are fot employed, 
and th®apint of pauperism bes been almost entirely removed, 
Phe Administration takes a proportion of the workers’ earnings in return 
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for the maintenance of their families and allocates a portion to the genera! 
refogees' fund. In 1916 over 4500 was obtained in this way for the extension 
and improvement of the schools and kindred purposes. And the encampmen's 
have partly the character of co-operative communities. The brightest spot in 
the refugee organisation is the schools. they deserve separate description, bu: 
it may suffice here to say that the children are receiving a better education than 
many would have got in Palestine, and are preserving in a strange land the 
Hebraism which has been the chief of the first fruits of the Yeshub, while ar 
the same time being fitted to be good British subjects, 

The maintenance of the refugee encampments and the expenses of the other 
reliel work are borne by various sources. TR Consuls of the couniries oi 
which the exiles are subjects pay a smal] grant per bead to the Government | 
the Egyptian authorities bave given the refuge buildings and supplied the 
administration. The Comité d’'Assistance, composed of several leaders of the 
local Jewish community and the principal Palestinians at Alexandria, makes 
grants to over 1,000 persons in the town who need belp, and supplements 
the funds of the administration for the families in the encampments. It receives 
monthly subventions of / 300 from the American Jewish Relief Committee and 
4100 from the London Committee, besides other occasional and Icecal con 
tributions and it falfils functions like those of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
of London and the Religions Education Board combined. It makes loans to 
deserving cases {o start them in business or trade; it bas helped to repatriate a 
number of families. it bas provided funds for the extension of the schools in 
the encampments. and maintains the Hebrew school in the town, which is 
attended by 350 children from refugee families living in Alexandria. It also 
provides medical assistance for the sick, and it contribu es towards the extra 
nourishment of the children, both in the refuges and the town. 

Help for the refugees bas also been received from non-Jewish sympatbisers: 
the United Presbyterian Church, and Mrs. Finn's Society for the Relief of 
Distressed Jews which normally operates in Jerusalem. Mr. and Mrs. S!utskin, 
formerly of Australia, but lately resident in Palestine, bave not only given their 
whole time to the work, but bave obtained large gifts of money and clothing 
from Australian Jewry. Lastly, the loca) communities in Egypt contribute 
their share, and quite recently the Baroness Felix de Menasce fat the instance 
of Lady McMahon, the wife of the High Commissioner) collected 42,500 for 
the general relief work. Half of that som being devoted to the encampments 
and half to the refugees in the town. 

The stay of the refugees in Alexandria, though so much longer than was 
first anticipated, has indeed involved hardsbips, but it bas not been a mis- 
fortune, The exiles have drawn largély {rom the less self-reliant and inde- 
pendent element of the Palestine population, which found its home where there 
was charity. They bave learnt in a bard school babits of industry and order, 
and their children bave thrived at least as well as they would bave in their own 
homes. And if they have not brought new trades and industries to the land of 
refuge as the Huguenots did to England, many have taken a useful part in the 
special ifiddstries of the Wir. Still more satisfactory bas been their influence 
on ihe local Jewry. They have brought bome the vitality of Judaism to a 
Community which was imbibing rather too rapidly draughts of French reason 
and sc€épticism. ahd the younger generation, in particular, bas manifested the 
vigour of Palestinian Hebraism so thorougbly as toinfect all the Jewish schools 
of Egypt. Just as the exiles from Spain imposed their “Ladino” on the 
Eastern Jews, so the exiles from Palestrne are imposing their tongue on the 
Jews of Egypt. a? 

Few of the refugees are likely to stay in the land of refuge when once the 
gate to Palesiine is opened. If they bave not sat dowm by the waters of the 


| Nile and wept, they have never let their hearts forget Jerusalem, and, with 


scarce an exception, they are eager to return, The Administration is already 
potting aside, from the profits of their work, a fund to assist the repatriation, 
and the progress of the British arms in Southern Palestine bas raised hopes of 
a speedy resettlement. They will go back poor in worldly goods, but strong in 
love of the country and in the determination, as well as capacity, fo rebuild 
their homes and take their part in the re-making of the nation, 


To Parents of. a ‘Soldiers. 


From tbe Rev, A. A. GREEN, Chairman, and the Rev. B. N. MICHELSON,

The parent or parents of a man who bas died as a resalt of the present 
war may, if they are or become wholly or partly indapableof self-support from 
infirmity or age and in pecuniary need, be granted a penmon at sneba rate (mot 
less than 3s. 6d. or more than 15s. a week) as the Minister may determine accordiay 
to the circumstances of each case, notwithstanding that the parent or pare its 
were not dependent on the sailor or soldier before he joined for service.

wore a long dark beard, flowing down to his breast @ ‘a Dr. Herz}. Ina force 
like the British Army, where the razor is surely mightier than the sword, be must 
be absolutely the only bearded soldier. Like the other quaint specimen, he, too. 
was a Russian who had found his way to Egypt from Palestine, and from the 
Zion Mile Corps to the Army Service Corps in England. But unlike his former 
comrade, his mother-tongue is Russian. Hebrew, too, is “fluent in bis mouth, 

and as Yiddish is almost anintelligibie to him we conversed in Hebrew. He 
too, has been allotted a chum, who is his guide, interpreter, and friend, a Mus- 
covite who can speak Russian and English with equal facility. 

From my conversations with C.O.s and Adjutants, | am justified in gathering 
that the Jewish soldier, on the whole, is recognised as keen and zealous and easily 
amenable to discipline. The conscript is naturally less ardent than the volunteer 
nevertheless the Jewish conscript takes bis position philosophically and makes a 
virtue of a necessity. There were conscientious objectors of course in Our 
denomination. asin other denominations; yet | heard of singularly few of such 
cases, and only of one who gave trouble. Respecting the men in whose hands 
their destinies and careers have been placed, I can speak now from a somewhat 
wide and deep experience In the course of my visits I have bad to call on 
scores of C.O.'s. Adjutants, and Sergeant-Majors (who sometimes weld more 
real authorily than the commissioned oicers), and in no case have I yet 
encountered one who by an exercise of linguistic licence might be described as 
harsh or unsympathetic. One and all seem to realise that the lads placed under 
their command have at a critical time in their lives to submit to a bard and 
strenuous training to prepare them for a still barder and more fateful ordeal. 
Every means therefore that may lighten their hardships, smooth the rough, 
raw edees of their training and toughen their will-power for the ordeal they will 
have to face. is welcomed by the officers as the best of their aides-de-camp and 
helpers. Among these aids and assistant trainers the cfficiating clergyman is 
secognised by the military authorities as not the least. 


THE JEWISH REFUGEES AT ALEXANDRIA. 


It is now nearly tbree years since the outbreak of war between the Allies 
acd Turkey caused a large migration of Palestinian Jews to Egypt. Since the 
days of our Patriarchs Egypt bas been the chosen land of refuge at times of 
trouble in the neighbouring country, and when the Turks gave their foreign 
subjects the choice between Ottomanisation and exile, some 8,000 to 10,000 
chose the latter alternative. For the most part they were frem the towns, the 
colonists on the land, baving a more fixed stake in the country, accepted the 
compulsory citizenship. The exiles were carried to Egypt on the U.S.A. 
steamers “ Tennessee” and ‘des Moines,” which were then in Mediterranean 
waters, and for some months were devoted to the work of rescue. The bulk 
of them have remained at Alexandria, where they originally landed, but a 
considerable number made their way io, and bave found a livelibood in, Cairo 
and Port Said. 

The English authorities in Egypt instituted a special department of ibe 
Governorate of Alexandria to look after the refugees Welfare. They were 
particularly bappy in the choice of the administrator, Mr. W. C. Hornblower, 
who has preved himse!i a firm but sympathetic bead. The exiles were fortu- 
nate, too, in having with them several of their leaders who knew thew ways, 
ther strengths and their weaknesses, and, under the direction of the Adminis- 
trator, have contrived to turn what threatened to be a disaster into what is 
almost blessing. Miss Landau and Miss Berhn, tbe Teachers and friends of 
ile women and children, Dr. Abouchedid and Dr. Wariz, the healers of the sick, 
Mr. Levontin and Mr. Gluskin, the dispensers of help and advice, are among 
those who have deserved well of the Jewish people by their devotion to the 
homeless 

When the refugees arrived ct Alexandria in their masses they were 
crowded together free buildengs available at the Quarantine Station and 
the large Granary or Sbuna, near the Port, at the cld Government Building 
in the middle of the town, and ata large School in a place designed for the 
¢, Khedive's railway station by Wardian on the West side of the city. 
Gradually the sifting process has reduced the encampments to two, at Wardian 
and the Shuna, which accommodate respectively about 1,500 and 1.000 
“ouls. Of the rest, some hundreds have voyaged to America ard to Europe, 
and something lhe 2 000 are living im the city, having come in either 
voluntarily when they found an independent livelihood, or being sent away by 
the Administrator as no longer requiring or deserving maintenance. The first 
large body to go out was composed of the young men of military age who, to 
the ramber of 500, offered themselves to the British authoritiesearly in 1915, 
and v.ere formed into the Zion Mule Transport Corps, which went to Gallipali. 
Tie.r ach evementse on the Peninsula have been chronicled by Col. Patterson, 
their commander, in bis boek, “ With the Zionists in Gallipoli.” The Jewish 
cemetery at Alexandria bas a simple monument to those of them who died in 
Lospial. the bodies of many more he buried on the shores of ‘the Peninsula. 
It is a pity that che corps could not have been kept together after the evacua- 
tion of Gallipoli, to take ite part in the British match into Palestine. But 
there were.tifficelty s in the way, and the War Office decided that the more 
eager spirits among them should be drafted. into London Regiments, and they 
have been sent to England to do their training, 

, The main body of the refugecs have also done a vast-amount of war work, 
though of another kind. For 2 time those in the encampmentits were debarred 
from working lest they should compete with the native labour market. But when, 
during the Gallipoli campaign, the need for large works arose in connection 
with the increase of hospitals and convalescent homes, and ihe supply of cloth- 
ing for the treops, both men and women were called on to help. | Artisans are 
rare araong the Evy ptians, and the industrial class among the women is smal). 
The men built buts and halls, and did a very large amount of carpentry and 
eabinet work for the Red Cross: the women sewed sbirts by the thousand, and 
‘bys by the tenihousand. In 1915 alone they turned out nearly 200,000 bags, 
and (hey are now executing regular monthly orders of clothing for the military 
authorities. A workroom has been estab’'s*+u at each encampment, at which 
every eble-bodied woman does her day s work, ihere is a-carpenity shop for 
the older boys who bave finished their schooling, and a large factory has been 
established in the town fox the workmen who have !eft the refuges. Only the 
children at schoajl.and the old men and women unfit for work are fot employed, 


of paupericm bes been almost entirely removed. 


Fre Administration takes a proportion cf the workers’ earnings in return 
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for the maintenance of their families and allocates a portion to the genera! 
refugees’ fund. In 1916 over 4500 was obtained in this way for the extension 
and improvement of the schools and kindred purposes. And the encampme)' 
have partly the character of co-operative Communities, The brightest spot ir 
the refugee organisation is the schools, they deserve separate description, by: 
it may suffice here to say that the children are receiving a better education than 
many would have got in Palestine, and are preserving in a strange land the 
Hebraism which has been the chief of the first fruits of the Yeshub, while a: 
the same iime being fitted to be good British subjects. : 

The maintenance of the refugee encampments and the expenses of the other 
reliel work are borne by various sources. Te Consuls of the countries o/ 
which the exiles are subjects pay a smal] grant per bead to the Government 
the Egyptian authorities bave given the refuge buildings and supplied the 
administration. The Comité d'Assistance, composed of several leaders of the 
local Jewish community and the principal Palestinians at Alexandria, makes 
grants to over 1,000 persons in the town who need help, and supplements 
the fands of the administration for the families in the encampments. I! receives 
monthly subventions of 4300 from the American Jewish Relief Committee and 
{100 from the London Committee, besides other occasional and local con. 
iributions. and it fulfils functions like those of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
of London and the Religiots Education Board combined. It makes loans to 
deserving cases to start them in business or trade; it bas helped to repatriate a 
number of families. it has provided funds for the extension of the schools in 
the encampments: and maintains the Hebrew schoo) in the town, which is 
attended by 350 children from refugee families living in Alexandria. It also 
provides medical assistance for the sick, and it contribu es towards the extra 
nourishment of the children, both in the refuges and the town. 

Help for the refugees has also been received from non-Jewish sympatbisers: 
the United Presbyterian Church, and Mrs. Finn's Society for the Relief of 
Distressed Jews which normally operates in Jerusalem. Mr. and Mrs. S!utskin, 
formerly of Australia, but lately resident in Palestine, bave not only given their 
whole time to the work, but have obtained large gifts of money and clothing 
from Australian Jewry. Lastly, the loca) communities in Egypt contribute 
their share, and quite recently the Barcness Felix de Menasce fat the instance 
of Lady McMahon, the wife of the High Commissioner) collected 42,500 for 
the general relief work. Half of that sum is being devoted to the encampments 
and half to the refugees in the town. ; 

The stay of the refugees in Alexandria, though so mach longer than was 
first anticipated, has indeed involved hardships, but it has not been a mis- 
fortune, ‘The exiles have drawn largély {rom the less self-reliant and inde- 
pendent element of the Palestine population, which found its bome where there 
was charity. They. have learnt in a bard schoo) habits of indusiry and order, 
and their children bave thrived at least'as well as they would bave in their own 
homes. And if they have not brought new trades and industries to the land of 
refuge as the Huguenots did to England, many have taken a useful part in the 
special itiddstries of the War. Sill more satisfactory bas been their influence 
on the local Jewry. They have brought home the vitality of Judaism to a 
Community which was imbibing rather too rapidly draughts of French reason 
and scépticism, afd the younger generation, in particular, bas manifested the 
vigour of Palestinian Hebraism so thorougbly as toinfect all the Jewisb schools 
of Egypt. Just as the exiles from Spain imposed their “Ladino” on the 
Eastern Jews, so'the exiles from Palestrne are imposing their tongue on the 
Jews of Egypt. | 

Few of the refugees are likely to stay in the land of refuge when once ihe 
gateto Palestine is opened. If they bave not sat dowm by the waters of the 
Nile and wept, they have never let their hearts forget Jerusalem, and, with 
scarce an exception, they are eager to return, The Administration is already 
putting aside, from the profits of their work, a fund to assist the repatriation, 
and the progress of the Britith arms in Southern Palestine bas raised hopes of 
a speedy resettlement. They will go back poor in worldly goods, but strony in 
| love of the country and in the determination, as well as capacity, to rebuild 

their homes and take their part in the re-making of the nation,

A Peace Proclamation. 


— 


By RABBI DR. B. SALOMON.’* 


Are there any words which instil greater hope in the despairing heart, or 
any prophetic message which more cheers the desponding mind or gives greater 
relei to our sad and anxious thoughts, than the sweet words of the prophet in 
our Haphtorah of to-day, “How beautiful upon the mountains are the ieet of 
him tbat bringeth good tidings; that publisheth peace, that bringeth good 


tidings of good, that publishetb salvation; that satb unto Zion, thy God 
teignetb.” 
Vbat lovelier day shines out of the smiling beavens for those who 


stand below the high hills beholding the proclaimer of peace standing high 
above all the contending and struggling masses of mankind, hastening with bis 
swift feet to bring the message of peace. Many messages of peace have been 
sent Out into the world, even from the city of the seven hills, but they were not 
messages that could relieve the anguished heart, that could infuse into the crying 
heart of a mother the hope of a betier future for her children; or that would 
restore to the bard-toiling father the loss he had sutiered. it was only a proclama- 
tion of anew armed peace, not the heralding in of true salvation, of universal 
brotherhood . nothing which could tend to realise the words of the prophet “ that 
saith unto Zion, thy God feigneth.” 

All these messages sotnded with the harsh clang of the fetters of subjugation 
under one or another despotic ruler. There is only one cry that can give comfort 
to the sufferers after baving drained the cup of bitterness, and this is, “ thy God 
reigneth in the beart of mankind and that voice is the peoples voice, vow «ci, 
vox popul:.” 

We often see in bistory that the submissiveness of a people to a king 
degenerates into a worsbip, such as is only becoming to the Creator of the universe 
and not to one of flesh and blood. Eves our natioa, to whom the command wenat 
forth that only God should be their King, deteriorated to such a degree that 
they willingly kissed the hand that wielded the whip. How Samuel! warned the 
people against choosing a king, but they obstinately clamoured to bave one. The 
peopie degenerated with their kings, who looked upon them as tbeir seris, 
and they again in their infatuation looked upon their kings as_ the 
reflected glory of the Divine Majesty. Who can measure and weigh the 
misery and woe brought home to every human being—may he be friend or 
foe, by every war and especially the war now raging and only waged to keepa 
despotic ruler on a tottering throne, and to satisfy the greedy ambition of a 
second Nebuchadnezar, who said—according to the prophet—I will ascend above 
the heights of the clouds, I will be like the most High But what will be bis 
end’ The prophet Isaiah proclaims. ‘‘ Thou shalt be brought down to hell, to 
the sides of the pit, and they that see thee shall exclaim: Is this the 
man that made the earth tremble, that did shake kingdoms ” 

We must remember that one can be a hero without losing all human feelings. 
All tbe civilising powers which have been taught to the rising generation in the 
last century are dead and gone, because the prophetic words, “* thy God reigneth,” 
have been changed into ithe rule of “blood and iron.” Yet we can always be 
victorious, even if we are defeated, if we are able to conquer those sinister powers 
that dwell within us—jealousy, revenge, batred. As the proverb has it, ‘* he 
that is slow to anger is better than the mighty, and he tbat ruleth his spirit, than 
he that taketh a city.” At theclose of the summer the winged singers of the air 
will depart, but they will return again and build their nests under the eaves of our 
bouses and fill wood and meadows with their sweet tunes. But let us also hope 
and pray tbat those who left us to defend our homes sball be seen and heard 
again witbin our walls, and that everyone of them shal] be the herald of peace 
and happiness to their homes, so rutblessly disturbed and broken up by a relent- 
less foe. 7 

But what will be the consequences of this terrible war? Will from the 
battlehelds, drenched with the gore of so many hundred thousands of brave men, 
spring up the flowers of love and brotherhood among mankind; will true 
wisdom, humility, unity, and freedom be the harvest of these sanguinary battles ’ 
Put if so, the peace can only be a lasting one if all the causes which brought 
about this calamity are removed for ever, and that can only be when the 
world will truly realise the prophetic words, “tbat saith unto Zion, thy God 
reigneth.”

The deceased, 
who was in his sixty-second year, was highly respected for 
bis charitable work ard was an active supporter of the 
Manchester Jewish Memorial Hospital and other institu- 
tions. The funeral, on Sunday last, was attended by 
representatives of the léading congregations and institutions of Manchester, and 
there was a large concourse present at the Whitefield Cemetery of the Congrega- 
tion of British Jews. The burial service was recited by the Revs. Jacob Phillips 
and Isidore Harris, M.A. (of the Berkeley Street Synagogue). His widow and 
daughter (Mrs. Philip Quas-Cohen) are active communal workers and engaged in 
every phase of charitable work at Manchester. 

The death of Maurice de Meza has cast a gloom over Manchester Jewry. 
The deceased was a man of most estimable qualities, gentle and amiable in dis- 
position, and was intimately connected with al] our leading charities. Maurice 
de Meza possessed “a good heart,” and no sorrowing fellow-man appealed to his 
commiseration in vain. He brought solace, light, and hope into many a home 
where poverty, sorrow, and sickness cast their gloom, and he will be greatly missed 
not only in bis immediate family circle, but also at our philanthropic institutions.

RUSSIAN-JEWISH COLONISATION WORK IN 
PALESTINE. 
The Moscow Company “ Haboneb,” which has been formed for the pro- 
duction of building materials in Palestine and the erection of buildings in thay 
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| country, had four months ago already placed sixty-two of its shares, of the aggre- 


~

gate value of 3,100,000 roubles. According to information from anoiher source, 
not yet definitely confirmed, all the one hundred shares into which the Society's 
capital of 5,000,000 ronbles is divided, are already taken up. The Society 
“ Sheerith Isroel” in Moscow, which has founded the “ Ruchama”™ Colony, the 
most southern Jewish colony in Palestine, in the Gaza district, has resumed its 
activity by the issue of mew shares of 5,000 roubles cach, and is meeting with 
c nsiderable success in placing them. 


In connection with the adoption by the Council of Workmen and Soldiers’ 
Delegaies of a resolution against the revival of the anti-Semitic movement, a 
Jewish delegate of the Northern and Western Armies made a statement on behalf 
of bis colleagues in the Army, assuring the Council of the readiness of the Jews to 
die for free Russia, and reminding it that Jews did their duty even under the old 
régime “I fully betieve,” he concluded, “that Kussian democracy, which 
inscribed on its banner the liberation of all nationalities, will also take steps to 
obtain at the Peace Conference the right for [ews to settle in Palestine, with which 
they were connected witl) historic ties for 4,000 years.” The Council heartily 
applauded his appeal, and his explanation that full self-development and self 


determination was only possible for a nationality when it possessed a territory of 
iis Own 


GERMANY AND ZIONISM. 

The Neueste Nachrichten of Munich states (says the Central News); 
America and Great Britain have been politically wise in including the Zionist 
claims in their war programme. It accuses the Gerrran:ia of short-sightedness in 
taking the view that the only reason why a Jewish nation should be established 
in Palestine is that it will be well to get rid of the Jews from Christian countries 
It should not be forgotten that as soon as the question is taken up in Arcglo-Saxon 


circles it becomes a big political question and must be looked at squarely by 
Germany and Tutkey.

From Miss WINNIE GOLLANCZ. (To THE EpITOR. 

Sin,—One would like to thank the writer of the weekly sermoas for the 
many valuable hours of reflection which their reading demands , one would like 
to ask many questions on the same subjects and discuss many points of interest. 
\isually time does not permit, we are busy with other things, and oftentimes 
matrers of the greatest importance are left to take care of themselves. 

In one the sentence occurs: “ those who are pleasing in the sight of God are 
often intolerable in the eyes of man.” I would ask how far this statement is true, 
for the sentiment contained in these words seems to me highly dangerous. 

The actions of a man might be dictated by the highest motives, bis deeds 
might be to all seeming purely unselfish, and yet, owing to the fact that his whole 
behaviour might ultimately be the outcome of pure selfishness, he might very 
probably fall short im perhaps “ the one touch necessary,” and become intolerable 
to his fellow beings. Such a man (or woman) might obstinately com’ort him- 
self by feeling he was pleasing in the sight of God, and yet, who is 
to say that he really would be so? Might we not suppose that to be really pleasing 
to God we must behave in such a way towards our fellow-beings that, without in 
the least lowering our own ideals or pandering to public favour, we become not 
only not intolerable to them, but even positively beloved of them ° 

And how far is it true that “those who come close to the heart of the Deity 
are rarely close to the soul of humanity” ’ Can you get near to the heart of the 
Deity except by being near tothe soul of humanity’ Are not those people who 
do the most for maakind, feel the most for them, live with them and suffer with 
them, are not these just the ones who are very close to the heartofGod? Though 
they may not be near the outside life of humanity, it seems to me they must be 
terribly near its soul; and though the feeling contained in these words may 
represent a stage im the life of the individual, should one allow oneself to think 
that it is by any means the highest’? A greater level of usefulness can surely be 
reached by one who does not fee! himself despised by his fellow men than by one 
who doe 1 venture to think that it is nearly always one’s own fault if one does 
have this feeling about oneself, be it true or otherwise. After all, usefulness to our 
fellow-creatures is what is aimed at if we wish to be pleasing to God. 

But, of course, it is difficult to help in just the right kind of way Without 
knowing it we may rub others up the wrong way. They may rub us up the wrong 
way. Our principles and ideals may be very real to ourselves; others may not 
understand, and think them silly and far-fetched. This also is more than likelv to be 
our own fault, for, without yielding in the least to our own highest feelings and 
convictions, I feel sure that a way can be found, if we are genuine enough to try, 
whereby differences can be adjusted and difficulties overcome. As was said to 
me recently by a lady—a real friend of mine—a splendid woman at the head ol 
a large institution: “ Real love conquers many diifhiculties. it makes things much 
easier, and they appear in quite a different light.” 

Each time Il read this—and similar verses of the Bible—I have a terrible 
desire to argue the point with someone willing to do so too—but few people are 
willtng to argue on any subject, They shut themselves up in a lofty superiority, 
wondering why they are so wise and everyone else is so silly, not in the least 
wishing to grant the silly people a little of their wisdom, content to let them 
renrain’ silly if only they may be left alone. God at least understands, they 
imagine, and that is enough. 

1 hope I may be forgiven just venturing these few remarks. I know they 
are very disjointed and disconnected, but being a “ young person” myself (of an 
exceecing!y hopeless kind ') who has every wish to be pleasing to God, and no 
wish whatsoever to be despised and rejected by fellow mortals, I feel I should like 
io be instructed on the subject, and by ne one better than your anonymous 
preacher, if he will be so kind
